* In the south park district, where the anti- 
_ eharter campaign has been pushed with spe- 
tial vigor and where the friends of the act 
are specially solicitous-to secure a substan- 
tial victory, the charter cause has been aided 
by the methods used in opposition, not oniy 
there but in other parts of the city. 

The south park board and the liquor inter- 
ests are united in asking’ the district to reject 
the act. The liquor interests fear that a 
Ciause in the charter, inserted in conference 
between the house and senate committees, 
Will make it possible to conduct prosecutions 
under old ordinances which never have been 
used effectively because the authorities, 
after the annexation of the towns in which

Sunday Closing False Alarm. 


With the Sunday closing false alarm proved 
to be merely a violent noise, and’ with the 
other liquor issues confirted exclusively to 
districts where the residents want what the 
liquor dealers say thes would get. the mem- 
bership of the United Societies would be en- 
Urely uninterested in the result of the elec- 
tion so far as it affected their persona! lib- 
erties. 

The south park commissioners. willingly 

have given a permit to the United Societies 
to use Grant park for the advocacy of their 
piatform. Park. policemen have been or- 
dered to report for duty at the park and give 
the liquor demonstration the aspect of offi- 
cial control by the park commission. 
_ If the issue were one of real personal liberty 
in the sense that it is presented by the offi- 
cialis of the United Societies, there might be 
more sympathy for the park liquor combina- 
Vion, but the voters in the district realize 
that the only issue involved is that concerning 
the personal liberty of residents of prohibi- 
tion districts to continue the prohibition 
districts if they desire to. 


Voters Can Prevent Litigation. . 


- On this issue the charter advocates be- 
lieve they can carry the south park district

_ gation over the question of whether or not 
the charter was adopted. In support of the 
claim that the act needs a majority in each 
municipality, the opponents of the charter 
‘assert that annexation or consolidation un- 
der the Illinois statutes requires the consent 
iof the territory to be consolidated or an- 
mexed. 

In answer to the argument that the char- 
iter is drafted under a constitutional amend- 
iment and nullifies previous legislation, the

On the trees there were large painted 
placards setting forth the merits of the new 
charter, and the, admission tickets bore the 
announcements of .*‘ charter night.” 

From the band stand in the center of the 

park a dozen speakers took up the issues that 
have been raised during the charter cam- 
paign and much to the surprise of some of the 
spectators two democrats were among the 
most’ ehthustastit indorsers of the proposed 
measure. The presnce of the democrats, 
however, did not surprise the Hamiltonians. 
They merely called attention to the fact that 
they already had said that fhe charter was 
not a partisan measure, but was for the 
entire city and its citizens. 
- Thomas D. Eaisy president of the club, 
opened and closed the prégram of the even- 
ing. He introduced as the first speaker Cor- 
poration Counsel Edward J. Brundage. 


Not a Partisan Measure. 


“ A careful study of the*new charter will 
disclose the fact that it is not a partisan 
measure in any sense of the word," said Mr. 
Brundage. “It is not a republican, demo- 
cratic, or socialist measure, but for every 
citizen alike. 

** What have the people who are making up 
the opposition to it done forthe city? Every 
one of them has a selfish interest in the de- 
feat of the charter. It is to satisfy these 
selfish interests that they now are working 
so hard. 

“It is our belief that every parjt the city 
of Chicago should be under one law. Resi- 
dents of thé south side, the north side, and 
the west side should béar taxes alike, and the 
charter provides that such shall be the case. 

‘Another important provision of the char- 
ter is that under which we will be financially 
able to secure better streets and sidewalks. 
The city, since 1900, has spent $3,000,000 for 
personal injury suits which are the direct re. 
sult of the present condition of the streets. 
That sum represents one-fourth of thescity’s 
bonded indebtedness and would pay for a 
large portion of the needed improvementa— 
and it will under ghe new charter.” 


Chicago a City or a Village? 


Congressman James R. Mann, the next 
speaker, said: 

“The charter question resolves itself into 
the question of whether we wish to. become 
a city to be ranked among the great cities 
of the world or whether we wish to remain 
an overgrown village.

“Leave of Absence from Work.

the new charter is that this tax money for 
small parks and life saving facilities wil) be 
equally distributed on all sides of the city. 

“Most interesting to me are the provisions 
affecting my department. Under the present 
charter the city is not alle to fight the in- 
roacs of diseases in a formidable manner, ex- 
cept the three—diphtheria, smallpox, and 
scarlet fever. Yet during the year ending last 
August there were 2,500 deaths from ‘con- 
sumption in Chicago, while in the last ten 
years, there have been but 147 deaths from 
stnalipox. Article 10 of the new charter 
solves this impediment to the good health of

URGE UNION TRACTION’S 
BONDHOLDERS TO ACT SOON. 
Letter Sent Warning Them to Deposit 


Securities—Work of Rehabilitation Is 
Pushed All Along Lines.

The first steps were taken yesterday to 
carry out the terms of the ordinance passed 
by the-city council last Thursday extending 
the acceptance time limit of the Chicago Rail- 
ways company traction franchise. The hold- 
ers of bonds on the Union Traction proper- 
ties were formally notified of the last re- 
prieve of 140 days given the company. At 
the same time the board of supervising engi- 
neers prepared to extend the rehabflitation 
of the north and west side lines. 

The bondholders were urged to reach an 
agreement in a letter which they will receive 
in lieu of the regular interest payment which 
is due on Oct. 1. The bondholders are urged 
to deposit tfeir securfties at once with the 
designated trustees with a view to entering 
into the reorganization plan. 

A story was current during the day to the 
effect that the city railway was likely to pur- 
chase the north and west side properties. 
The sum of $35,000,000 was mentioned. In 
the absence of President Mitten no official 
confirmation or denial of the rumor could 
be obtained. Traction authorities, however, 
were skeptical.

However, when effort is made to point out 
the absurdity of some of these objections, it 
is quite probable that the more reasonabie 
individuals embraced in geome of these ele- 
ments will not follow their organizations or 
their leaders. 

That Chicage needs a new city charter no 
one who understands its conditions will un- 
dertake to dispute. We all agree as to this 
requirement. But, when it comes to formulat- 
ing a new charter, differences develop, and 
if they cannot be compromised, result in dig- 
agreement. The seeming, hopelessness of 
some of these sikcwadmtns prevented the 
formulation of a new city charter law to be 
presented to the general assembly for enact- 
ment at its seesion in 1905. Because of the 
inability of the various elements of cur popu- 
lation to agree upon the detalls of the pro- 
posed new city charter, the charter conven- 
Aion was devised for the purpose of harmoniz- 
ing the differences of opinions which existed 
and to formulate aicharter founded upon such 
compromises, present it to the legislature, 
and secure its adoption if possible. The new 
city charter law which will be submitted to 
the voters of Chicago Sept. 17 is the result 
of the work of the charter convention slight- 
ly modified by the general assembiy. 

It ‘s the product of many montts of actual 
labor and of much thought upon one hand, 
and compromises upon the other. It may be 
said to represent the most that the different 
factioas will concede in one direction and the 
least tfat they will accept inanother. It has 
broad, commendable qualities, for it repre- 
sents the disposition of the contending, and 
sometimes rival, élements of a great city to 
get together, to agree, to unite, upon some- 
thing in concrete form, As far as the charter 
convention found it possible to make it, it 
represents the unified spirit and purposes of 
Chicago.

Against the results of an undertaking such 
as the charter convention performed, 
criticism and opposition are likely to arise 

mn a great city like Chicago with its diverst- 
fied interests and different elements of popt- 
lation with their differing and vagarious be- 
liefs upon all social and governmental qtes-* 
tions, it is to be expected that those who hoid | 
extreme views upon any particular question 
will find fault with ary draft of a new char- 
ter which may be proposed.

& greater degree of hostility to it than is a 


aroused by leaving them out. As a matter 
of fact, in my opinion, radicalism—extreme | 
views—have no place in the organfe instru- 
ment of a city government. Compromise, 
conservatism,. steadiness of purpose, and not | 
new departures are what Chicago needs, 

It is worth while to observe in this connec- 
tion how much of the opposition to the pro- 
posed new charter comes from those who 
would like to have it represent extreme 
Views, and that these extremfsts are con- 
tending for conflicting ideas. For example, 
one el@ment may oppose the adoption of the 
new charter because It wil}not insure ping 
increased pay for certain classes of city em- 
Ployés. Another heated criticism which is 
urged against it is that it may increase tax- 
ation to ‘a small amount. Thus, it will be 
seen that these twd elements, while actually 
in conflict outside the charter, are opposing 
it in complete harmony and unison.

Consider im detail some of the objections 
Which are offered to the proposed, new city 
charter. 2 : 

Faulk is found with the revenue section of 
the charter law because it would result, or 
might possibly result, in a permanent bond- 
ed indebtedness of approximately $125,000,000 
and in a consequent increase of taxation. I 
am at a loss to understand why this ob- 
jection should be raised at this time. Two 
principal considerations were in mind when 
the project of formulating a new city charter 
was first advanced. 

One of these was the consolidation of tax- 
ing bodies with the city government. The 
other was securing a constitutional amend- 
ment permitting legislation that: would en- 
able Chicago to obtain money for permanent 
improvements. There appears to be an exag- 
gerated misconception in relation to the pro- 
posed bond increase. 

As a matter of fact, the bonded debt of 
the -_ of Chicago would not be greatly in- 
creased. The new charter law provides that 
the city may issue bonds to the extgnt of 5 
per cent of the full valuation of the taxable 
property within the city limits. At present | 
the full valuation of taxable property on 
which thé bonds issued Must be computed 


therefore, that the total amount of bonds 
which the city might issue would be less than 
$125,0900,000. And the charter provides that, 
in ‘fssuing bonds, the city must take into 
account all the bonds which are outstanding 
issued by the city, county, sanitary district, 
and parks.

The proportion of these bonds which arc a 
lien upon the taxable property that lies 
within the limits of the city of Chicago must 
be deducted from the t6tal amount which the 
5 per cent bond limit would produce. Exam- 
ination discloses that at the present time 
there is outstanding or about to be issued 
bonds to the amount of about $85,000,000. 
«Thus it’ appears that while the city’s bond 
limit would permit an issue of bonds to the 
amount of $125,000,000, there is now outstand- 
ing, and which must be taken into account, 
bonds to the amount of $85,000,000. From 
this it will be seen that the total amount 
which the bonded indebtedness may be in- 
creased, is less than $40,000,000. The rate 
per cent of taxation which this additional 
bond issue would require would amount to 
less than 1 per cent tpon the assessed valua- 
tion, or less than one-fifth of 1 per cent upon 
the actual full valvation—$10 on a full value

This is the law of New York City and 
the state of Wisconsin.. The court is em- 
powered to accept bail and is given discre- 
tion in remission of costs. 

Additional office force is provided in giv- 
Ing assistants to the chief justice, the 
clerk, and the bailiff. The city council 
is given the power to fix the salaries of the 
judges within the limits of the salaries 
now paid the judges of the Circuit and 
Superior courts, but may not increase the 
salary of judges now in office.

“.If this association,” said Mr. Murphy, 
“has no more to its credit than its persistent 
“advocacy of the parole law: it has been re- 
paid for all the time and expense given to its 
meeting. Wohnen once the parole law has been 
adopted there comes an end to the adminis- 
tration of law whereby one person is sent 
from one county for one year and another 
person from an adjoining county for ten 
years for the same crime. 
“The convict is provided with employment 
before he leaves the prison. It may not be an 
yideal place or one’that will suit his fancy, but 
, it is a home and he has an opportunity to go 
‘at honest employment, and there can be no 
possible excuse for him toengageincrime. If 
the world turns a cold shoulder upon him the 
fault lies with the man, for the state hae done 
its part _in making him a good citizen.

Mrs. Erbe’s Husband, Who Dies 
in ‘Free Bed,’ Long an Invalid. 


BEARS BURDEN 


SUPPOSED RICH; PENNILESS. 


Wife Owns All Property and Cares for 
Spouse Until Near End. 


Windsor Park, a pretty suburb on the IIil- 
nois Central railroad bugzed with curiosity 
yesterday over the supposed mysterious 
death of one of its oldest and best known cit- 
izens, Jesse H. Erbe, who died in the county 
hospital on Thursday while none of his 
friends was near. 

Erbe, it was generally reported, was the 
owner of a valuable plot of land containing 
four good houses in Windsor Park. 

Why, the people asked, should he be taken 
to the county hospital to die alone in a free 
ward, he being a man of property. 

Inquiry at the hospital yesterday revealed 
these facts: 

J. H. ERBE, 74 years of age, residence 7635 Bond 
avenue: admitted Aug. 3, ward 22, died Sept. 12; 
nephritis and organic heart trouble. 

The physicians did not remember him par- 
ticvlary, except as a pleasant old man who 
died in peace. 

Story Told by Widow. 

The residence at 7635 Bond avenue, Wind- 
sor Park, proved to be a comfortable dwell- 
ing. There was crépe on the door and in 
a darkened parlor the outline of a black box 
could be seen. Mrs. Erbe, the widow, ap- 
peared at the door. Her story explained 
many things wnich the gossips of the village 
little dreamed of in their philosophy. 

‘I am’giad to explain,” she said. “ My 
neighbors do not understand and I have been 
treated unjustly.’’ Then she told the story. 
Her husband, it appéars, had been more or 
less an invalid on her hands for more than 
thirty years. A soldier of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, he contracted troubles 
from which he, never fully recovered. Com- 
ing to Chicago in 1882 the couple settled in 


Windsor Park. 
Money which Mrs, Erbe inherited went into 
land and houses. Erbe started a small con- 
fectionery store in Squth Chicago, The land 
grew in value and the houses brought in rent, 
but it was all the income of Mrs. Erbe and she 
had been taught in a scheo] where thrift 
is the first principle of life. The neighbors 
ealled them “close” and they lived like 
hermits, but this was because of the old 
shadow of poverty and the preparation for 
the day when health should fail. 

The day came when Erbe was not able to 
work any more and the thrift of the wife be- 
came the support of the family. 


Goes to “County Barracks.” 

A few months ago he became worse. He 
was sent to the Lakeside hospital, but did not 
like it there.

“It does not seem really true,’’ Mrs. Hud- 
son repeated again and again to her mother. 
“IT thought I would never see him again, and 
here is his letter. He must have suffered hor- 
fibly, for he says I will not know him—he is 
so thir and bruised. I know he will live 
now.”’ “ 

Mr. Hudson, who was in the employ of the 
Southern Pacific railway, with offices in San 
Francisco, was suffering from the effects of 
déverwork when he disappeared on Aug. 31 
In the last letter received from him by Mrs. 
Hudson his sentences were incoherent and 
melancholy. Mrs. Hudson was alarmed and 
begged him to come home immediately 


Resigns Position in Frisco. 

“TI told him to give up everything and 
vome home right away.” said Mrs. Hudson 
last night. ‘1 could tel by his letter he was 
ill and I wanted him w leave his position and 
return. 1 begged him to come and he said 
he would. He resigned his position and 
left his desk at noon on Aug. 31. 

‘* As near as I can figure he went out to 
mail a letter.”’ said Mrs. Hudson. *' It seems 
to be the last any one knew of him until I 
got this letter just a few minutes ago, He 
writes that he was beaten by some drunken 
sailors and robbed:of all his money and his 
watch. He says he was taken to a hospital, 
and has been unconscious until last Tuesday. 

* His face is badly battered, and he has two 
large black and blue spots just over his lungs. 
Every time he breathes he says it almost 
makes himcry. He explains that he has been 
so ill that scarcely any his friends would 
be able to recognize him. 

* He is without a cent, and must send him 
money immediately to enable him to get 
heme. 

“We did not expect Mr, Hudson Sr. to 
stand the strain so long as he has, He is un- 
able now to realize that Mathew has been 
found, although he may recover from the 
shotk of Mathew'’s disappearance. My 
mother. also, is in a critical condition. Ste 
ie suffering from nervous prostration.”

Says Curtin Has a “Snap.” 
‘‘ Curtin’ has one of the biggest snaps in the 
department,’ Lieut. Walsh said. “‘ He is sup- 
posed to work from 8 o’clock in the morning 
until 7 oclock at night. When some one com- 
plains that a neighbor hasn't a garbage can 
Curtin is one of the men gent out to tell the 
one complained against to purchase a can.

ASKS NEW U: $. CONSTITUTION 


President James of Illinois Uni- 
versity Scores Nation’s Laws. 


HITS HARD AT THE COURTS. 


Addresses Crowd at State Day of James- 
town Exposition. 


Norfolk. Va., Sept. 14.—Gov. Deneen of Il!- 
nois and Dr. Edmund J. James, president of 
the University of Illinois, were the centers 
of interest at the “ Illinois State day ”’ cele- 
bration at the Jamestown exposition today. 
Hundreds of exposition visitors from.Illinois 
made the day's celebration a most interest- 
ing one. 

The official ceremonies began when Gov. 
and Mrs. Deneen, accompanied by Dr. James, 
members of the Illinois Jamestown commis- 


escorted by a detachment from the Twelfth 
United States cavairy from the Illinois state 
building to the auditorium where the exer- 
cises occurred. Vice President A. G. Tux- 
horn of the Illinois state commission presided 
and the address of welcome was delivered by 
President Tucker of the exposttion, with a re- 
sponse by Gov. Deneen. Dr. James was the 
orator of the day. 

“It is highly demoralizing for an indi- 
vidual, a state, or a nation to pretend to 
live up to a principle and make no attempt 
to do so,” he said; ‘‘to pretend to observe 
a law and yet habitually violate it; to pre- 
tend to keep within the limits of a written 
constitution and yet constantly overstep 
them. 


Laws Twisted to Suit Statesmen. 

“ But our statesmen are not content with 
the exercise of powers granted—even though 
they exercise them for different purposes 
from those intended, thereby twisting and 
wrenching the constitutiom violently. The 
possible exercise of granted powers is far too 
Vimited to meet the needs of the hour. They 
have advanced a new and marvelous doctrine 
in as flagrant contradiction to the constitution 
as one can well conceive. 

“The courts, far from being a check upon 
the federal government, have on the 
whole and itn the long run been the most 
powerful apologists and defenders of fed- 
eral encroachment upon individual and 
state rights. And they always will be so. 
In the first place they are the creatures of the 
legislative and executive authority and feel 
themselves naturally to be a part of the same 
body. 

“Says Courts Are Frail. 

“ We cannot rely upon them, therefore, to 
protect the large.and fundamental] interests 
of the nativn in this respect. 

“The regulation of swollen fortunes, the 
limitation of overgrown corporate power, the 
abatement of abuses growing out of undue 
concentration of wealth, the adequate taxa- 


r.tion of absentee landlords and employers— 


all these problems will call for the coipera- 
tion of the federal power and if it cannot 
be obtained by direct grant, it will be inferred 
or construed or interpreted from or with 
the constitution as it is.

states so far as this test among practical 
politicians tells anything, by about 85 per 
cent of those who were called upon to con- 
tribute to the forecast. 

From this it is clear that in explaining their 
preference for Taft, Hughes, or the others 
the voters were not seeking to give an evi- 
dence of disloyalty to the president. On the 
contrary, quite a number of the writers went 
out of their way on the printed blank to indi- 
cate their preference for Roosevelt for the 
renomination, and some went so far as to 
explain that while they did not believe ina 
third term they were afraid to take any 
chances with any mah other than Roosevelt 
himself. 


President Criticised by a Few. 

Some few. of course, attacked the prest- 
dent directly and openly. This was to beex- 
rected. The Roosevelt popularity has not 
diminished to any great extent among the 
rank and file of the New England republicans. 
What would happen if he should consent to 
be a candidate for renomination and reélec- 

ion is an open question, because it is evident 
that many thousands of good republicans 
might approve of the policies of the president 
and he anxious to see them carried out by his 
svccessor, and yet pe affected by the in- 
herent antagonism to the rule which has 
governed American politics since the founda- 
tion of the republic, that two terms were 
enough for any man in the president's office, 
no matter how capable he might be nor how 
preseing might appear the necessity for his 
return, 

Taking for grante@ the indications, as 
shown. by the ballot, that the New England 
republicans are in hearty accord with the 
Roorevelt policies, the source of some of the 
strength of Secretary Taft is readily under- 
stooc. The figures themselves show, and 
the ccmments of many of the voters still fur- 
ther indicate, a belief that President Roose- 
velt himself wishes Taft to be his own suc- 
cesFor. 

For this reason the extraordinary strength 
shewn by Hughes is worthy of remembrance. 
He has never at any time been designated, 
even remotely, as the residuary legatee of 
the Roosevelt administration. On the con 
trary, there was at one time a faint feeling 
of coolness between Roosevelt and Hughes, 
due to the governor’s unwillingness to make 
use of federal patronage offered to him by 
the president to help on the good fight against 
the Wadsworth crow@ in the legislature, 


Hughes’ Strength Purely Personal. 

Hughes’ strength apparently is individual 
and spontaneous. That he and Taft are 
bracketed together so often in this test 
ballot to such a degree that they practically 
control the whole situation on first and sec- 
ond ballots shows that they are regarded 
among the people much in the same light. 

The experience of the national convention 
for a good deal more than a generation shows 
that there is always a tendency to group 
men together, and when one wins the presi- 
dency to put the other man on for second 
place. Furthermore practical politicians 
will see in this remarkable running of Taft 
and Hughes an indication that they are 
probably the two strongest men now before 
the people, and that the wisdom of practical 
politics will be shown by putting them to- 
gether on the same ticket, thus contributing 
two elements of strength in the fight neces- 
sary to prevent the election of Bryan or any 
other democrat to the presidency next year. 

Inasmuch asthis Taft-Hughes combination 
plainly exists among the people in other 
sections of the country to quite as marked a 
degree-as in New England, as Taft always 
leads the New York governor even in New 
Engiand, the natural inference and forecast 
would be that Taft would be nominated for 
the presidency with Hughes for his running 
mate, unless the Hughes tide should rise 
high this winter, in which-case conditions 
might be reversed. 

Thus far at least the indications are that 
Taft and Hughes will themselves fight for 
the prize because neither in New England 
nor in the central west has Fairbanks, Can- 
non, La Follette, Knox, or any other of the 
favorite sons developed any definite amount 
of strength outside of his own state. 


HARRIMAN BUYS ARMOUR CARS; 
TAKES REFRIGERATOR TRADE. 


Agent of Railroad Man Gains New En- 
trance to Portland—Deal to Take 
Place, Oct. 1. 


Portland, Ore., Sept. 14.—O. M. Secrist, gen- 
eral manager of the Pacific Fruit Express 
company, with headquanters at Chicago, is in 
Portland to establish a local service of this 
department of the Harriman system in Port- 
land. The Harriman interests have taken up 
the refrigerator car business heretofore con- 
€neted on the Pacific coast by the Armour 
car lihes.

VOLIVA HAS HIS MECCA READY. 


Returns and Tells of Purchase of Land 
in New Mexico—Exodus Not to 


Begin Till Spring. 


Overseer Wilbur Glenn Voliva returned to 
Zion City yesterday, and reported that he had 
purchased 25,919 acres in New Mexico as an 
abiding place for his followers, who will 
secede with him from the city founded by 
Dowie but now ruled by United States courts 
and other influences repugnant to Mr. Voliva, 

With the return of the seceder came a re- 
vival of the biblico-vernacular language that 
has made Zion City famous. In good old 
Dowie dialect Voliva thundered against his 
enemies in big posters with which he spat- 
tered the town. 

“In the name of the Most High God I @efy 
the whole outfit,’’ was his announcement.

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JAIL DOCTOR JAIL GRADUATE 


‘House Physician’’ Brochin Also 
Educated at Bridewell. 


FIRST TRAINING AS ‘TRUSTY.’ 


Court Records Show Pseudo M. D. Has 
Had a Criminal Record. 


“Dr.” E. M. Brochin, commonly known 
as the “ house physician "’ at the Cook county 
jail, who is said to prescribe for patients 
in the jail hospital almost daily, though 
without a lhcense to practice medicine in 
Illinois, has a record. 

It was disclosed by the books of the Crim- 
inal courts yesterday that “ Dr.”’ Brochin 
had served a sentence of six months in the 
bridewell and another of equal length in 
jail for larceny. He also was indicted for. 
another offense. 

He was made a “ trusty” while serving 
his term in jail, it is said, and became a nurse 
in the hospital of the institution. This was 
in 1897. He liked the work so well, it is said, 
that he has remained in jai) in the capacity 
of nurse, attendant, and “doctor” ever 
since. 

State’s Attorneys Deceived. 


“Dr.” Brochin formerly was used con- 
stantly by assistant state's attorneys as a 
witness in important criminal trials. He 
has always declared to the juries, it is said, 
that he was “ jail physician,” thereby adding 
weight to his testimony. It-is presumed the 
assistant state’s attorneys were themselves 
deceived regarding the man’s position. 

That Brochin wished to be regarded as a 
jail physician, is proved, it is said, by the 
fact that in the city directory of 1908 he 
gave his occupation as that of “ physician 
in attendance at the county jail,” and in that 
of 1907 represented himself as a “‘ physician.” 

What political pull has enabled such a 
character to remain in the service of the 
jail is one of the mysteries of Sheriff Strass- 
heim’s administration. 

The sheriff will be unable, it is said, to plead 
ignorance of MBrochin’s record. Several 
physicians, who have the interests of the 
jail at heart, are said to have told Sheriff 
Stragssheim that the only institutions from 
which Brochin ever had graduated were the 
bridewell and the county jail, and unfortu- 
nately these gave no diplomas which would 
warrant his posing as a physician. 


Cases of Indictment. 


The “‘ physician ”’ now cal!s himself ‘“mil 
Brochin,”’ but he was indicted under a slightly 
different name. He first appears on the rec- 
ords of the Criminal court in July, 1896, when 
as “E. M. Broechin,”’ he was indicted for 
larceny and a confidence game. The conff- 
dence game charge was stricken off and he 
was sentenced to six months in the bridewell 
Sept. 9, 1896, and served his term. 

He was indicted again in June, 1897, as 
‘*Emil Broechin’’ for swindling Herman 
Rodewagen, 25038 Wentworth avenue, out of 
$17 worth of property. This indictment for 
some reason was quashed, and he was in- 
dicted for the same offense under a charge 
of operating a confidence game. On this in- 
dictment he was permitted to plead guilty 
to petty larceny, and was sentenced to six 
months in jail. 


Inmates Plead for Relief. 


One case came to light yesterday where 
** Dr. Brochin's minietrations as a physician 
may have resulted in serious injury to the 
patient. Bessie Lee, who through Attorney 
Joseph Burres applied to Judge Windes for 
release from jail on the ground that she 
is dying and unable to secure proper medical 
‘attendance, was treated for the first few 
weeks of her incarceration by Brochin. He 
prescribed for her in the belief that she was 
suffering from stomach complaint. It devel- 
oped within the last two weeks, since Dr. 
Francis W. McNamara, the regular jail phy- 
sician, took hold of the cage, that she is a 
victim of an advanced case of intestinal 
tuderculosis. 


Says He’s Only a Nurse. 

“IT retain Brochin because he is an excellent 
nurse,”’ said Dr. McNamara, the jail physi- 
cien, when asked why he did not dismiss 
auch an employé. ‘“‘ He is not a physician. 
He makes no attempt to practice medicine. 
He follows my orders.”’ 

“ Are you familiar with his record?” 

“ What is the use of talking about his rec- 
ord when he has been on the square and 
living an upright, honorable life for ten 
years? The fact is, I know nothing about 
his record. He is a man of family, doing his 
best to earn a living.’ 


Make Place for Sheriff’s Nephew. 

Another example of nepotism in Sheriff 
Strassheim’s administration came to light 
during the day when it was discovered that 
William Kuechler, chief clerk at the jail, is 
the sheriff's nephew. He went into service 
last January. <An old employé was dis- 
charged to make way for him. 


Salesman Reported Missing. 

A. J. Veitch, 40 years old, 521 Maple avenue, Oak 
Park, a salesman employed by Stone & Webster 
company, 164 Dearborn street, manufacturers of 
electrical supplies, was reported as being missing 
to the police last night by a member of the firm. 
He was sent to Rockford and other towns on busi- 
ness and was to have returned Friday night. He 
carried a large sum of money and his relatives are 
uneasy.

Newcomer Beaten and Kicked. 

Johnson then started in to attack Bly as he 
had Burns, .He thrust the revolver into 
Biy’s face and made him throw up his hands. 
Then he stuck the barrel into his victim's 
mouth while be struck him with his other fist. 
By this time Karli had picked himself up and 
joined the game once more. Both men then 
beat and kicked Bly, who put up as valiant 
a resistance as was possible in the face of a 
cocked revolver. 

Burns called for the police, but, receiving 
no response, hurried within and donned some 
clothes. When he emerged he found Bly and 
the two officers of the law at the patrol box 
on the corner of Lake and Peoria streets, 
from which the patrol wagon had been sum- 


moned, 

**I don’t know which I'd rather do, lick or 
shoot you,’’ confessed Johnson as he waved 
his revolver in Bly’s face. ‘‘ I guess I'll lick 
him first.”’ 

He started to take off his coat just as the 
patrol wagon appeared and gathered up the 
whole party. At the Desplaines street sta- 
tion Burns was recognized and the two 
roughs first realized that they had got intoa 
tight place. State Senator John Broderick, 
who is a friend of Burns, called and gave 
bond for the release of Bly. 


Hard to Appease Both Sides. 

Broderick also knew Johnson and Karl, 
who are small politicians, and he was up 
against the proposition of appeasing friends 
on both sides of the dispute. After a good 
deal of wire pulling he got everything ar- 
ranged so that no party to the affair would 
feel hurt. 

The charge of disorderly conduct against 
Bly came up the following morning before 
Judge Himes. Johnson explained that he 
and his friend had made a slight mistake in 
serving a summons and that they would not 
insist on the conviction of Bly. They wished 
to impress the judge with their great mag- 
nanimity. So Judge Himes discharged Bly 
and permitted Johnson and Karl to go with- 
out a reprimand for their conduct. Karl was 
the clerk at the Desplaines street court. 
Furthermore, Judge Himes did not report the 
incident to Chief Justice Olson. 


Chief Justice Olson Hears of It. 

Mr. Burns placed his case against the two 
officers of the law in the hands of an attor- 
ney with instructions to sue for damages. 
But the matter came to the attention of 
Chief Justice Olson in an anonymous letter 
and the judge started an investigation at 
cnce. He sumntoned Burns and Bly and 
heard their stories. They appeared before 
him with blackened eyes and bruised heads 
and bodies. Judge Olson was impressed 
with the truth of their story. 

Chief Clerk Galpin also started an inves- 
tigation, as a result of which he decided to 
suspend Karl for thirty dars. But it leaked 
cut that Judge Olson intended to lay the 
charges before the bench, which course 
would have resulted in certain discharge. 
Kari on hearing this immecfately sent in his 
resignation. 

The complaint was also laid before the 
sheriff, but the reception accorded it was 
different. Johnson was commended as an 
excellent officer, an exemplary citizen, and 
an ornament of an already ornamehtal stafr 
of political henchmen. The complainants 
were informed that Jonhnscn acted entirely 
within his rights in his treatment of Burns 
and Bly. It was intimated that the sheriff’s 
cffice would resist any attempt to cause the 
runishment of Johnson. 

The subpewna which Johnson was to serve 
was found afterward on the porch of Mr. 
Burns’ residence. Miss Lester, for whom 
it was issued, lives at 17 North Peoria street. 


Judge Himes’ Suspicions Not Roused. 

Judge Himes said last night that he did not 
know there was anything wrong with the 
case until so informed by Judge Olson. 

“I believe there was a disorderly or an 
assault and battery charge againet the de- 
fendant,’’ he said, “but Johnson was the 
only witness. He briefly explained that he 
had made a mistake and that he did not wish 
to press the charge against the defendant. I 
think the city prosecuting attorney also 
asked the dismissal of the charge. So I dis- 
charged the defendant without paying much 
attention to the case. I did not know that 
Johnson had mistreated the defendant and 
I was not informed that Karl was involved 
in the affair.”

The de- 
mand for steamer accommodation is such 
that while it is possible-to secure a few 
first class presages for the end of Septem- 
ber, no second class is obtainable until the 
_ Iniddle of October. The offices of the steam- 
ship companies continue to be besieged by 
applicants for berths. Several wealthy tour- 
ists have decided to travel steerage, being un- 
able or unwilling to wait several weeks for 
' accommodation. ; 
_ This rush has benefited one clase of offi- 
cials in a manner not generally known, giv- 
ing to commanders of steamers the oppor- 
tunity of turning perquisites to profit; in 
other words, of letting their suites to passen- 
gers prepared to pay fer the accommoda- 
tion, This practice is so general that the in- 
come received therefrom might be regarded 
as a fixed part of the captain's salary. There 
is no doubt the present searon has put a large 
amount into captains’ pockets, the captain’s 
suite being worth something like §$1,150, 
whereof the dispossessed officer receives half. 


100,000 Visitors Leave $40,000,000. 

There have been many estimates of the 
number of American visitors to Europe this 
year, but aM are exceeded by the London 
manager of the American Express company. 
.According to his estimates seventy vessels a 
month bring Amerioans to Europe during 
the season, averaging 450 apiece. Vessels for 
this season have arrived full to the utmost 
capacity, and he figures the total at 100,000 
visitors. 
% Regarding the sums expended by these 
tourists he considers an estimate of $400 a 
head moderate, giving the total taken out 
of America and spent in Europe in threg 
months as $40,000,000. While hotels, res- 
taurants, and tradesmen were benefited this 
year by the influx of Americans to a great 
extent, it is held pessimistically that the 
benefit hasn't increased proportionately with 

e increase of Americans coming abroad. 

ne west end hotel manager contends that 
a strict analysis would show that this year 
London gained less from visiting Americans 
than the continent. The London season 
has been peculiar, one day the hotels were 
jammed full, and the following day almost 
@mptied. In former years the hotels could 
count on being full from early May till the 
latter part of September, but this year the 
American rush was intermittent. 


Majority Hurry to Continent. 

The tide of travel to the continent has been 
tremendous. Americans, save those visiting 
Europe for the first time, do not seem to 
care to remain in London for any lengthy 
. period, and prominent Americans pay their 
vistts here when the crowd of visitors has 
departed. One thing that has hurt London 
perceptibly has been the transfer of the 
White Star boats fo Soton, touching at Cher- 
bourg. °- When Liverpool was the home port 
passengers were obliged to come to London 
en route to the continent,-returning through 
London to the steamer. Now after visiting 
London once they don’t return, being able to 
catch steamers at Cherbourg. 
Next year this may be neutralized by the 
new fast Cunarders bringing their passengers 
to Liverpool, so aside from nationa! pride in 
seeing England regain the blue ribbon, Lon- 
doners have a selfish interest in the pertorm- 
ances of the Lusitania and Mauretania.

“In three distinct instances,” said Supt 
Cooley, “TI have protested against the peak 
development and overcrowding of high 
Schools In Chicago. In each instance the peo- 
ple of the neighborhood in which the school 
was located have overridden me with their 
local pride, They wanted a big school. 


Says North Shore People Are Right. 

“ But these north shore people are right. 
essentially. THe Wendell Phillips High 
school, for example, is an overgrown insti- 
tution. The principal out there has to have 
seventy-five boys to act as monitors in vari- 
ous parts of the building. » Personally he has 
no opportunity to get acquainted with more 
than a small proportion of his pupils, and 
that isn’t right, you know. : 

“In the case of the Lake View and Engle- 
wood schools, too, I protested but it did no 
good. Of course, we never can expect in 
Chicago to place a high school within walking 
distance of every pupil, but, on the other 
hand, no school should have more than 1,000 
pupils. Personally I think that the high 
School with 800 pupils is the most economical] 
and the best in every way.”’ 

Just what prospect there is of realizing 
the new building at once, no one atthe board 
rooms would say. : 

“ We must attend to the needs of the ele- 
mentary pupils first,’’ said Otto C. Schneider, 
president of the board. ‘‘ That is the thing 
of first importance. As for the high schools, 
Chicago has now more high school buildings 
than any other city In the country. Did you 
know that?’ 


Teachers for Unification. 

Three hundred teachers of manual training, 
domestic science, drawing, and the allied arts 
met at Fullerton hall in the morning and 
formed an organization for “ the unification 
of graphic and manual arts throughout the 
public schools of the city.” 

The plan of the organization is unique in 
American educational’ circles. Its purpose 
is to bring into closer relationship the teach- 
ing of drawing and painting and the courses 
of instruction in carpentry, cooking, and 
similar ** useful arts.’’ 

“At the world's fair in St. Louis.” said 
Supt. Cooley to the teachers, “‘ the various 
school exhibitions showed clearly that the 
United States is far behind the European 
countries fn the idea of corelating the teach- 
ing of these two classes of subjects.’"’ 

The new organization expects to effect rad- 
ical changes in the teaching of these subjects 
—changes which will place the Chicago 
schools, at this point, on a level with the 
best of the German institutions and ahead of 
the other school systems of the United States.

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Minutes He Signed Indicate Woman 
Expired Without Speaking. 


* The testimony of Dr. David J. Doherty of 
Manila loomed up yesterday as ofthe utmost 
importance in the trial of Frank J. Constan- 
tine, accused of slaying Mrs. Arthur W. 
Gentry, which begins tn Judge Kavanagh's 
court tomorrow morning. 

Dr. Doherty lived in the flat below the Gen- 
trys at 582 La Salle avenue at the time of 
Mrs..Gentry’s death. He was the first per- 
son to see her as she fell in the hallway with 
the gashinherneck. He asked her two ques- 
tions. Just what these questions were, and 
what the dying woman answered, is a matter 
that may go far toward determining the 
guilt or innocence of her Italian boarder in 
the minds of a jury. 

A discrepancy has been discovered between 
the generally accepted story of what hap- 
} pened as Mrs. Gentry died, and Dr. Doherty's 
testimony at the coroner’s inquest. 


Did Not Mention Slayer. 

The orinigal minutes of the inquest, signed 
by Dr. Doherty, show this: 

Dr. Doherty to Mrs. Gentry—** Who are 
you?” 

‘* Mrs. Gentry raised her arms and pointed 
upstairs. oe 
. Dr. Doherty’s next question: “Who did 
this?’’ 

Mrs. Gentry could not speak, and expireda 
few seconds later in the physician's arms. 

The attorneys for Constantine will claim 
and will call upon Dr. Doherty to substan- 
tiate that when he asked the womanwho she 
was she pointed upstairs to indicate that she 
was a resident there, but that she was mute 
when he asked her as to the identity of her 
slayer. : 

Dr. Doherty will be challenged with this old 
testimony if he tells a different story on the 
witness stand. 

The state’s attorney’s office has claimed 
that Mrs. Gentry wished to tell that it was 
the young man upstairs who had killed her 
when she pointed up. Taken in conjunction 
with the flight of Constantine this has been 
oné of the strongest points of the prosecution. 

Dr. Doherty is expected to be present at the 
trial. It is said that he even now is in Chi- 
cago under the protection of Assistant Chief 
Schuettler’s detectives. At the state’s at- 
torney’s office they say he may be on the 
Pacific ocean on his way here. No process of 
law could reach him. 

Constantine’s Brother in City. 

So far as the plans of the day carry there 
will be no delay asked when the case is 
called. The state is ready and if there is 
any delay it will come from a motion of the 
defendant's lawyers, Robert E. Cantwell and 
Martin Manton of New York. Several of 
Constantine's friends and relatives from the 
Italian quarter in New York are in Chi- 
cago. “ Fritz” Constantine, brother of the 
prisoner, who was arrested once in Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., on the supposition that he was 
Frank Constantine, is in Chicago doing quiet 
work among the Italian witnesses.

Prediction of Higher Rentals Is 
Discredited by Brokers. 


ALREADY AT THE TOP MARK. 


Furthe> Advances Likely to Lead to a 
Revolt of Flat Tenants.

Building Commissioner Downey ie thought 
to be premature as regards his predictions 
of an advance in rentals as the result of the 
recent falling off in building operations. It 
is thought probable that if building drops 
away seriously ali through the coming fall 
and winter there is ely to be general ad- 
vances made om May 1 next, but any sucha 
contingency is not expected, and for that 
reason the general opinion is that there is but 
little probability of anything approaching a 
general advance at the time indicated. 

As regards fall rentals, the season for 
which is now at its height, few if any ad- 
vances are being demanded. The exceptions 
are where an old tenant has moved out anda 
new one has come in who demands much to be 
done in the way of repairs. 

This at least is the tenor of the reports 
from real estate brokers closely in touch with 
the situation, and particularly those doing 
an Unusually large renting business. Almost 
without exception they say that while they 
are exceptionally well rented up, with a de- 
mand for certain clagses-of properties in ex- 
cess of the supply in some instances, and that 
while rents are firm there is practically no 
disposition to ask for any advance except in 
the cases indicated. This, of course, has 
reference to the rentals of flats which furnish 
living accommodations for about 90 per cent 
of Chicago’s population, but a sharp demand 
for houses Is reported, considerably in excess 
of the supply as a rule. 

Supply of Flats Kept Up. 

There are several reasons why no advance 
in flat rentals is to be expected, but the prin- 
cipal one probably is that the supply has kept 
weil abreast of the demand. During 1906 the 
total flat construction throughout the city 
approximated $25,000,000, being far in excess 
of any previous year’s constructiog in the 
history of the city. Adding this huge total to 
the $23,000,000 of the preceding year makes 
an almost incalculable amount of new living 
space, which was further augmented by resi- 
dence building of the two years, -which 
amounted to over $8,000,000. 

That this fully met the demand of the in- 
creasing population of the city admits of little 
doubt, and in some parts of the y un- 
doubtedly exceeded it, notably in the Wilson 
avenue district on the north side and certain 
parts of the south side. Therefore, unless 
there has been a big falling off in the present 
year's buildfng, it seems reasonably clear 
that the supply should be fully equal to the 
demand. me 
No Falling Off This Year. -. 
An. examination of the building figures for 
- the eight months. of the year up-to Sept. 1 
shows that the volume of flat biiiding has 
been practically on as extensive a scale as 
that of the previous year. The figures far the 
~ four, building divisions of the city amétint to 
$16,370,850, which is at the rate of $24,556,425 
for the year. These are the actual figures 
obtained from the building commissioner's 
office, and with the residence construction 
considerably in excess of that of last year, 
it beeomes quite evident that there is little 
ground for the alarmist-cry of higher rents. - 

th any such condition of affairs in a 
building way there is no reason for any ad- 
vance in rentals either this fall or probably 
next spring, and especially when it is con- 
_ sidered that rents have been steadily worked 
‘up during the last two or three years until 
they have about reached a point beyond 
whiGgh tenants would not go without revolt. ° 

Eastern Money for Loans. 

Of course, the tight money market is behind 
the present slump in building operations. 
In many cases prospective builders have not 
been able to secure funds even when willing 
to pay the high interest rates demanded, 
-while others, who contemplated building, 
abandoned it until the advent of easier 
money. As long as present conditions exist 
it is probable that building will be on a re- 

stricted scale, but signs are not Wanting of 
an easier feeling in the mortgage loan mar- 
ket.. Mention was made in this column a 
- week ago of some 4% per cent eastern. money 
being in the market for a few loans of $40,000 
and less. This was commented wpon as a 
significant incident in view of the absence 
of any eastern money in the market for sey- 
~ eral weeks previous. 

During the last_week advices were received 
from Boston that more money at this rate and 
from new sources was available for use here, 
Which should serve as an additional crumb of 
comfort to those who have been scanning 
the loan market here anxiously. It may not 
be the forerunner to a comparatively easy 
market here, but it is nevertheless distinctly 
encouraging.

SPEAKS TO FREIGHT MEN. 


Two alleged counterfeiters, both of whom 
refused to give their names after being 
arrested in Fox Lake, Ill., yesterday after- 
noon, were brought to Chicago last night 
by United States Deputy Marshal Wilmot. 
They wil! have a hearing within a few days 
before United States Commissioner Mark A. 
Foote. 

The two men, one about 28 years old and 
the other about 35, arrived in Fox Lake yes- 
terday morning and registered at the Fox 
Lake hotel. They spent some money at 
various places in the town, passing, it is 
declared, abgyt $15 in counterfeit money, 
mostly quartae 

The counterfeits being discovered, the 
town marshal, Frank Garrison, was notified, 
and, with Deputies Muehrke, Murphy, 
Crouch, and Northberg and Constable A. C. 

Both 
alleged counterfeiters .tried to run away,

Where the men came from before going 
to Fox Lake is not known, but it is the be- 
lief of the Fox Lake officials that they went 
there from Chicago.

W. W. Finley of the Southern 
Says Carriers Have Nothing 
_ to Fear from Publicity. — 


“T delieve the moet mischievous piece of 
legislation in the history of the country is 
the Sherman anti-trust law as interpreted 
by the United States Supreme court. It is 
intolerable, and strikes a blow at develop- 
ment and progress. The one public man who 
hag dared fearlessly to express his opinion on 
the injustice of the court’s interpretation is 
the president of the United States,” said 
Martin A. Knapp, chairmanof the interstate 
commerce commission, yesterday afternoon 
in arjaddress before the American Assco%- 
tion of Freight Traffice Officers at the Audi- 
torium hotel. 

“Every move on the part of the great 
interests of the cOuntry to inspire unity,’’ he 
added, ‘‘is confronted with an act of con- 
gress which is interpreted to mean that any 
action in restraint of competition is a crimi- 
nal offense.”’ 


New Méthods Needed. 


Mr. Knapp was the first speaker and was 
followed by W. W. Finley. president of the 
Southern railway. Mr. Knapp opened by 
asserting that in his opinion railroads are 
the greatest achievement and necessity of 
modern civilization. Today in this country 
the volume of freight handled by the rail- 
roads amounts to 6,000,000 tones every twen- 
ty-four hours. New conditions have arisen 
in the milroad business and new methods 
must be devised to meet the changed cen- 
ditions. Continuing, he said: 

“The world is searching for economy of 
method in all lines of industrial activity. 
We want the best results and we find that 
they can only be obtained by combination 
of capital and intelligent, honest codperation 
among railroads. There is nothing truer 
than the old aphorism ‘In union there is 
strength’ applied to the railroad buisness. 
To unite capital in the extension of our 
transportation systems is to advance. There 
can be no progress without combination 
and coéperation.

Sixteen Elevated Tracks Are Planned 
for the New Station. 


Th forty-eighth annua! report of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railway company 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, issued 
yesterday by President Marvin Hughitt, 
shows the most prosperous year in the com- 
pany’s history. The surplus for the year, 
after paying all fixed charges and 8 per cent 
on preferred and 7 per cent on common 
stock, is $7,830,388. 

The increase in net earnings in compari- 
son with the previous year, is $359,869.92, and 
this notwithstanding the operating expenses 
were 65.3 per cent, and taxes 3.57 per cent 
of the gross earnings. The gross earnings 
for the year amounted to $68,878,931.32, and 
the total operating expenses, including taxes, 
to $47,253,758.27, leaving the ‘total net earn- 
ings, without deduction of fixed charges, $21,- 
625,172.05. 

The total number of miles of railroad owned 
by the company at the end of the fiscal year 
was 7,407.71 miles and in addition there was 
186.47 miles operated under léase and 38.26 
miles under trackage rights distributed in 
the states of Illinois, Wisconsin, Michtgan, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska, Wyoming, and 
North and South Dakota. 


Passenger Earnings Over $16,000,000. 


Total passenger earnings for the year 
amounted to $16,111,788.70, showing a general 
increase of 11.57 per cent over the previous 
year.

** Fhe theme of the work is that remarkable 
religious movement among the children of 
France and Germany in the spring of 1212, 
when under the leadership of a youth who 
declared himself divinely inspired 50,000 chil- 
Gren etarted for Jerusalem to take posses- 
gion of the holy sepulchre. It was an un- 
dertaking which the chivalry of Europe had 
attempted six times and in which they had 
ultimately failed. A large number of the 
children suffered shipwreck and were lost at 
gea. The wretched remainder, upon disem- 
barking, were scattered in the east or sold 
into slavery. 

“The work opens in the public equare of 
a Flemish town at night. Four women’s 
voices utter the call of the spirit, ‘Wake, 
wake, wake!’ This call is followed by @ 
chorus expressing the wonder of the popu- 
laee, ‘ What is this marvel that is brooding 
o'er the nations?’ The narrator, a tenor 
voice, tells of the frenzy that has seized upon 
the children, and a children’s chorus in uni- 
son, with humming ,accompaniment by 
mi&nnerchor, sings, pianissimo, ‘ 0, hear ye 
not the voices that call us?’

Many plays aré being written in which 
there is no conservatory. Many plays suc- 
ceed in living from the rise of the curtain 
to the going down of the same without the 
production on the stage of any gentleman 
wearing orders, without the appearance of 
a single servant in livery, without the utter- 
ance of a sentence in which there is men- 
tion of Lord So-an-So or Lady Such-and- 
Such. That all this is true means that there 
has been a revolution in the business of 
writing for the stage, and that in the revo- 
lution much of the aristocracy that used 
to walk through marble halis on the stage 
has been overthrown. 

Writers for the stage have begun to write 
about things that they know about, and, as 
all of them are not intimately acquainted 
with the goings out and comings in of roy- 
alty, many of the so-called aristocratic plays 
have gone out of existence. This is a good 
thing. It opens the door to many ambitious 
playwrights who are capable of writing good 
plays, but who ‘know nothing about the 
gingerbread decorations with which it used 
to be necessary to cover a play that was 
intended for consumption by theatergoers 
who dearly loved a lord. 

The bitterly keen shafts of W. 8S. Gilbert 
did away with much of the bDuncambe that 
attached to the worship of nobility, as it 
also did its share toward dissipating the 
clouds of incense that used to surge up 
around the cults of the ultra refined. The 
good, sound sense of some of the American 
playwrights did away with much of the 
nonsense that was ieft after Gilbert got 
through. ~The recent history of theatrical 
successes and failures shows that the taste 
for the “‘ aristocratic drama "’ is not as keen 
as it used to be, and that there is 4 growing 
sentiment in favor of the: blue-shirt: rather 
than the dress coat, and the wide. outdoors 
instead of the flower filled confines of amart 
setty drawing rooms. 


at the Box Office. 


David Montgomery of Montgomery and 
Stone is one of those men w quick rise 
from the ranks gives his profession a magnet 
to draw others into it. Six or seven years 
azo Montgomery was & cheap comedian 
@Grawing a cheap comedian's salary. The 
other day there were shipped to him from 
New York for use in Chicago six thorough- 
bred hunters, several driving horses, two 
or three carriage pairs, and three or four 
carriages. He was annoyed because his 
pleigh had not been forwarded. Montgom- 
ery and Stone on an average take in $20,000 
a week at the box office. Of this sum $10,000 


goes for salaries, to the Grand opera house, ; 


and other expenses, and the other $10,000 is 
velvet. In addition to the handsome salaries 
they are paid Montgomery and Stone get 25 
per cent of the velvet, giving each of them 
a weekly stipend not far from $2,000. They 
probably are the best paid actors in the 
world. 
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for $5,000. 

Jf you want to have a theater of your own 
you can start one in the suburbs for $5.000, 
although J. T. Connors of South Chicago and 
C. B. Marvin in Englewood have spent much 
more than that. The South Chicago theater, 
of which Mr. Connors is manager. was fin- 
ished at a cost of slightly less than twice the 
above amount and was considered a risky 
enterprise at the time it was opened. Mr. 
Connors had to let go of §5,000 to. secure his 
lease, and by the time 
furnished, decorated, and equipped the 
original outlay had been swelled to 
proximately twice the cost of the lease. In 

nglewood, where the transportation facili- 
tles are so much better, it ie an even harder 
problem to make the houses pay, and one that 
can be accomplished only by supplying a 
superior quality of performers.

There are many drawbacks to the suburban 
theater. In the first place, the patrons will 
tolerate nothing but the so-called “ popular ” 
scale of prices, under which the best seats in 
the house sell for 75 cents.

“The same show, with its other featuree 
improved and the laughe eNminated, often 
will fail miserably. 

“The best scenes are accidental. I was 
sitting in my dreasing room in a New York 
theater,” said the comedian, “ when I no- 
ticed a cockroach crawling along the wein- 
scooting. All at once it occurred to me that 
it woukl be a good idea to put that cock- 
roach in the Englishman's soup. when it 
came time for me to serve him itn the first 
act of the “ Red Mil.” <A few weeks later 
I got the idea that it would be a good acheme 
to crush the cockroach under my foot after 
removing him from the soup, and now that 
faithful inegect is a nightly martyr to the 
cause of merriment.”

It is hard for an author of playe to write 
laughs into them. The funmiest written joke 
often fale dead in the mouth of an incap- 
able comedian, and on other occasions a line 
that was not intended by the author to be 
funny is made to cover a most anzusing sit- 
uation by the actor, as, for instance, Frank 
Daniels’ “Ie my face red?” or Fred Stone's 
“ She s-a-a-a-y-s.”’ 

Mr. Montgomery says it mekee Httle dif- 
ference whether a joke is old or new if it is 
intrusted to the care of a good comedian. 
All theatergoers know that you never find 
two women who are alike nor one who is ever 
alike twice, yet this old joke, warmed over 
and rehashed at the beginning of each the- 
atrical season, always is good for a laugh.

‘It is largely because of this 
demand for laughs that managers are giv- 
ing so much attention to vaudeville, and

new charter does not repeal, 
‘mend, or affect in any way the laws and 
‘ordinances governing the sale of liquor in 
Chicago. HXothing can change the method 
with the liquor question which | 


has been pursued in Chicago during the 
last thirty-four years except a resolve on 
the part of the voters to have a change. 
It would be in the power of the voters 
under the new charter: to elect a,mayor 
and council pledged to probibit the le 
of liquor on Sunday. It would be i e 
power of the majority to forbid the grant- 
ing of any saloon licenses. But either 
or both of these things could have been 
done at any time during the last third of 
a century if the yoters had willed it... 

They could have put in power last 
April a mayor and council whose first 
act would have been to stop the sale of 
liquor on Sunday; but they did not. Do 
the members of the United Societies think 
the voters: are any more likely to elect 
officials pledged to Sunday closing after 
than before the adoption of the new char- 
ter? They cannot say they believe that 
anything of the kind would happen. 

Chicago has had and will have under 
the new charter home rule as regards the 
liquor question. That is a matter which 
the charter does not affect one way or the 
other, and none know it any better thao 
the officers of the United Societies. 


ONLY CLEAN FOOD IS PURE FOOD. 

One of the most important problems 
before the people of the city and its: offi- 
cials is the purity of the food supply. 
There are now laws enough to prevent 
the sale of any article of food that Is 
adulterated, unhealthful, or unclean, A 
thorough inspection of food and an) un- 
sparing destruction of everything offered 
for sale contrary to the laws would bring 
about a habit of conformity with the law, 
which is all that is needed. 

A beginning has been made with the 
bakeries. There are hundreds of them 
in basements in the city, and many of 
these are unclean. There is little adui- 
teration of bread, but not enough atten- 
tion paid to cleanliness. But the new 
zeal for the enforcement of the law must 
not stop with the bread. The milk \sup- 
ply of the city has for a long time been 
under the watchful eye of the health 
department. More work should be done 
than is done now in examining the 
sources of the milk supply, even though 
that will take officers of the city many 
miles into the country, where they have 
no legal authority. The handling of the 
milk in the city, its exposure to germs of 
typhoid and tuberculosis in small shops, 
the question of adequate icing, are all 
matters which must be constantly 
watched. 

No meat-leaves the stockyards which 
is not at the time fit for food. Between 
the wholesale dealer and the consifmer 
the meat may become spoiled, flyblown, 
exposed to the dust clouds of unswept 
streets, or kept in filthy rooms. A higher 
standard of cleanliness4is needed in many 
meat markets, especially in those parts 
of the city where the inhabitants are nut 
accustomed to neatness im their own 
homes, | 

Unwashed fruit -has been discovered to 
be one of the principal carriers of | dia- 
ease. In a pamphlet recently issued by 
the department of agriculture it is said 
that the common belief in the healthful- 
ness of cooked fruit as superior to raw 
fruit has no foundation in any change in 
the fruit itself, but is due to the fact 
that boiling destroys the bacilli which 
crowd the surface of unclean fruit. 
Cooking does not make the fruit itself, in 
general, more healthful, but sterilizes it. 
As cooking destroys the peculiar | at- 
tractiveness of many kinds of fruit, it is 
imperative that the city should see to it 
that the fruit in the market is kept as 
clean as possible. | 

Soda fountains and ice cream pafiors 
probably cause more sickness through 
lack of cleanliness than through (any 
adulterants in the articles sold. A chem- 
ical substitute for a fruit sirup is a 
fraud, but may not be poisonous. The 
genuine sirup or cream may become pois- 
onous through being kept in a dirty ves- 
sel. In everything that is eaten)or drunk 


in the city there should be the highest 


degree of purity, The people have! de- 
creed so in the laws which have been 
enacted in their name. Pitiless enforce- 
ment of the laws is what the people want 
and the city government must give it to 


them. 


ELIMINATING NOISES. 

The complaint made by the citizens of 
the southern part of Chicago about the un- 
necessary blowing of locomotive whistles 
has had good effect. It begins to look as 
if this useless custom might be aban- 
doned throughout the city. If such a re- 
sult attends the present campaign against 
needless noise it will be a reform hailed 


people. 

The whistle was a valuable protection 
when there was a grade crossing at eyery 
street. The ringing bell, working by ‘ma- 
chinery, was an added safeguard. It is 
not so long ago that the course of a train 
from the dépot out into the country was 
marked by the use of these two methods 
of warning, the ringing of a crossing bell 
adding to the dim and confusion. 

The general elevation of the tracks on 
the important roads has made all this noise 
unnecessary. The grade crossings are fewer 
in number and they are protected by 
gates and attendant watchmen. Except 
to sound a warning in emergency when 
something is wrong with the train or 
when trespassers are on the track the 
whistle has no utility within the city 
limits. In much the same degree the bell 
is valueless... It is shown daily on the 
suburban lines that it is possible to handle 
thousands of’ passengers with a minimum 
of noise and confusion. In many cases 
the call. “All aboard” is the only signal 
needed to secure the attention and the 
safety of passengers. 

Every step that is taken to reduce the 
noise of a great city means much to the 
people. One by one the nuisances of this 
character are being abated. There is 
much din and racket which is unavoii- 
able, particularly in the downtown region. 
For that reason there is ground for 
thankfulness when the making of one 
needless noise is checked. 


ALWAYS ON DUTY. 

At first sight there appears to be some 
mistake about the report that a policeman 
who was asked to pursue a fugitive 
burglar refused to do so becausa in the 
first place, he was off duty, and, in che 
second place, he did not care to run the 
risk of being shot. The only reason for 
doubting the report is becduse such an 
act is not in aecord with the traditions of 
the Chicago police department. A few 
weeks ago, when a New York policeman 
was disgraced and discharged for cow- 
ardice, it was the boast of Chicago offi- 
cers that a similar exhibition never had 
been seen in Chicago. If it is true that 
this disgrace has now come upon the de- 
partment, no effort should be spared to 


discover the identity of the offender and 


with satisfaction by large numbers of.

offense. ’ , 

A policeman ig always on duty. His 
obligations as a Nefender of the city do 
not end when he quits his beat. Even in 


‘before he can repeat the 
| 


civilian’ dress he is bound the ‘same as |: 
any. other good citizen ‘to lend aid against 


criminals if called upon, and his experi- 
ence makes him a valuable ally in such a 


case. A policeman cannot be a shirk or 


a coward even in plain clothes. In uni- 
form he has no right to refuse to. do the 


duties which the uniform typifies to tae. 


rest of the city, Some of the: bravest 
deeds in the history of the police and fire 


departments of Chicago have been per-. 
‘formed by men who were nominally off 


duty at the time, but who took them- 
selves and their duties seriously. 

A man who does not welcome the 
chance to catch a burglar at work has -not 
the proper temperament to be a police- 
man. He may be good for soniething 
else, but he has missed his vocation. A 
man should not seek a reputation as a 
hunter if he is afraid to go into a forest 
where there are wild beasts. He may )e 
unable to control his cowardive, but he 
should recognize the fact that it unfits 
him for certain activities. A man should 
not become a policeman without underx- 
standing that he may be called upon any 
day to face bullets. If he belongs on the 
police force the spice of danger in his 
profession is what gives it the charm. 
He would rather catch a criminal than 
eat; he would rather see the smoke from 
a revolver than from a cigar. 

The city has no use for policemen who 
fix their minds on the joys of old age 
when asked to run some risk or look at 
their watches to see whether a call for 
help comes in business hours or not. 


THE NEW CHARTER: 
NO. 14. 

The opponents of the new charter do 
not deny that there are many public im- 
provements which should receive imme- 
diate attention. They admit that for 
lack of revenue some of the plain, simple 
duties, of a municipal government cannot 
be performed to the satisfaction of the 
community. 

Every one of the railers at the new 
charter agrees that there ought to be a 
high pressure water system for the busi- 
ness district, so that the vast and in- 


| creasing volume of wealth in the district 


may be better protected against fire has- 
ards and the onerous insurance tax great- 
ly reduced. Every one of them agrees 
that property in other parts’of the city 
should be given more protection by the 
purchase of more fire engines and the 
employment of more firemen. 

With the new charter all this can be 
done. Without the charter it* cannot be 
done. Yet because the charter does not 
contain the initiative, the recall, or some 
other queer notions, men are clamoring 
for its defeat and the rejection of the 
public improvements it would bring. 

Everybody admits that the _ streets 
ought to be kept clean all the time and 
that there should be a daily removal of 
garbage. Even the men on the demo- 
cratic county central committee 
obliged to concede that decency 
health call for civic cleanliness. 

With the charter the city can be kept 
clean. Otherwise it cannot be. But as 
the way in which the néw wards are laid 
out does not please the committeemen 
they are working for the defeat of the 
charter. They prefer, for personal rea- 
sons, a dirty city to a change of ward 
boundaries. 

It is not denied by anybody that the 
center nier bridges should be replaced by 
bascule bridges so that navigation may 
be made safe. 
for several streets for the benefit of traffic. 
With the charter they will be built soon; 
without it they cannot be. Opponents 
of the charter say that as it does not give 
direct primaries it should be rejected and 
the thought of new bridges given up: 

It is agreed on all hands that the spe- 
cial assessment system is oppressive. 
The charter changes it so as, in one way 
or in another, to relieve real estate owners 
of more than half their burden. They, of 
all men, should vote for the charter, but 
Mr. EB. F. Dunne tells them they should 
not, because it does not provide for the 
consolidation of the sanitary district and 
county as well as of the park systems. 
Perhaps he does not know that under the 
constitutional amendment it could not. 

The arguments for the charter appeal 
to every intelligent voter who has a share 
in the community. The arguments 
against it come from cranks, deposed 
bosses, and ward politicians. It will give 
Chicago the things % most needs and take 
from it nothing.

Katherine A. Tingley for 
use as a school by the Universal Brotherhood 
and Theosophical society. similar to the one 
now in existence at Point Loma, Cal., is 
wrongly described in the English newsparers 
es ‘the Honorable” Nan Herbert. For, 
although Miss Herbert is the sister of a peer 
of the realm—namely: Lord Lucas, yet she 
has never appealed to the crown for in- 
vestiture with the rights and privileges 
which are invariably granted to the brothers 
and sisters of a peer when he has obtained 
his honors by isidirect succession. Miss Her- 
bert’s neglect to make the application for 
the right to prefix the word “ honorable ” 
to her Christian name, while quite in keeping 
with her character, is by no means without 
precedent, and among other tnstances that 
I could mention are the sisters of the earl of 
Perth. These ladies, the Hon. Margaret 
and the Hon. Sibyl Drummond, prefer to re- 
main with their present style instead of re- 
ceiving the authorigation of the crown, 
which they could have on application. to 
prefix the word “‘ Lady ”’ to their: Christian 
names, as the sisters of an earl. 

Though Miss Nan Herbert was her father’s 
favorite companion and shared miany of his 
ideas, it is doubtful whether he would have 
approved of her grant of Berrywood to Mrs. 
Tingley. For, while he was a convert to 
theosophy, he favored that party thereof 
which gives ite allegiance to Mrs, Annie 
Besant, whose name is anathema to the fol- 
lowers of Mrs. Tingley, the two high priest- 
esses denouncing one another with consid- 
erable vigor and being at daggers drawn. 
The late Auberon Herbert was so closely 
associated with Annie Besant that he on 
several occasions presided at public lectures 
which she gave on theosophy, whereas his 
daughter, Miss Herbert, has for thg last 
year or more made her headquarters at Point 
Loma in California, with Mrs. Tingley.

Berrywood occupies the site of the cottage 
Or hut of a queer old character of the name 
of Squa, the last of the colony of charcoal 
burners who, down tosomeeighty years ago, 
made the New Forest the scene of their 
operation. Squa had established a squat- 
ter’s right to his hut and clearing, and before 
the crown could recover possession the late 
Auberon Herbert bought it, built himself a 
smail cottage consisting of a bedroom and 
siting room, and then bit by bit, as the 
humor took him, added a room here and a 
room there until the crazy yet picturesque 
looking pile was completed as it stands 
today. Although he detested fires, and 
rather than pollute the atmosphere with any 
such invention sat in his overcoat to keep 
Out the winter cold, yet he was compelled to 
retain In what became his library the old 
Squatter fireplace end hearthstone in order 
to be assured of his forest rights. 

At Berrywood Auberon Herbert made his 
home for near half a century. As the humor 
took him he would sleep in a different room 
night after night, and for this reason a bed 
was, until the arrival of Mrs. Tingley the 
other day, to be found in every room and on 
each floor. In the summer he used to pro- 
ceed in one of those old fashioned gypsy cara- 
Van wagons to the summit of one of the 
neighboring heights and live there like a 
hermit. He was a younger son of the third 
earl of Carnarvon and an uncle of the pres- 
ent earl. In his early days he served in the 
English army, holding a commission in the 
Seventh Hussars throughout the Indian mu- 
tiny, and volunteered for service in the 
Danish army during the war of Denmark 
with Prussia and Austria in 1864. It was 
there that he received the order of the 
Danebrog for his gallantry in jumping over 
a breastwork and running out, under a 
heavy Prussian fire, to bring in a wounded 
man. Though brilliantly gifted and pos- 
sessed of the kindest heart, he was extremely 
erratic, and mingled doctrines of socialism 
and even of anarchy with patrician preju- 
dices in the most paradoxical and amusing 
manner. The last two decades of his ex- 
istence he lived, save for a brief visit to the 
United States three years ago, in compara- 
tive seclusion at Berrywood, in almost pa- 
triarchal simplicity, universally beloved, and 
he will be recalled as the author of the wild 
bird protection law in England—that being, 
indeed, the principal achievement of his par- 
liamentary career. Today he lies at rest be- 
neath the shadow of his homeat Berrywood, 
within a little clearing surrounded by tall 
elms and poplars. eae 
| > 

There is no garden. The forest comes al- 
most up to the walls of the house. forest 
ponies nibbling their way up to the windows. 
through which they stare, and the rabbits 
scampering round the doors. The nearest 
postoffice is Ringwood, about seven mites dis- 
tant, which was once a thriving market 
town, -boasting of a mayor and corporation, 
with two annual fairs and a weekiy market. 
It was even famous for glove making. Ring- 
wood, however like a human being, has 
passed through maturity and middle age, to 
old age and second chidhood. It was oncea 
town, but it is now hardly a village. Per- 
haps its former glories may once more be 
revived, for Mrs, Tingley, whom her follow- 
ers describe as the * Purple Lotus Mother,” 
contemplates the development of Berry wood 
into a school and gettlement such as that 
of Point Loma on the coast of California, 
where the inmates of the school alone num- 
ber 500.

Mrs. Tingley has, according to Mies Her- 
bert, purchased the battlefield of San Juan 
in Cuba and has established a theosophist 
school there, which has for a time been 
under the care of Miss Herbert, and one of 
the wealthy Swedish fo:lowers of Mrs. Ting- 
ley has presented to the society a large tract 
of land in one of the fermer royal forests of 
Sweden. Miss Herbert's other name Is Ino, 
and her elder sister, who died come years 
ago, bore the name of Clair Mimram, Their 
mother, who is likewise the mother of the 
present Lord Lucas, was Lady Florence 
Cowper, daughter of the eixth Earl Cowper, 
and sister of the last earl, and it is as her 
eon that Lord Laicas inherited on his uncie’s 
death the ancient barony of Lucan, created 
in 1663 in favor of Mary, wife of Anthony, 
earl of Kent, but which until Miss Her- 
bert’s brother established his claim thereto 
last summer had always been merged among 
the more important titles of its owner for 
the time being. *

Few people are aware that the royal arms 
of England as they now exist are of relative- 
ly modern. origin; at any rate in go far as the 
supporters are concerned. Thus, although 
the lion abready figured as a royal heraldic 
device in the reign of Richard Coeur de Lion. 
yet Henry VI. had ag supporters to his shield 
a couple of silver antelopes, Edward V. a 
gold lion and a white hart, and Henry VII. 
a red dragon and a silver greyhound. 
Queen Elizabeth, like her grandfather, fa- 
vored red dragons, and unicorns were un- 
known as a heraldic device of British royalty 
prior to the advent of James L. to the English 
throne. ® 

The unicorn was essentiaily Stuart, and its 
connection with the latter house is asserted 
to date from King James IV., though it was 
originally or crusader origin, that is to say, 
in a heraldic sense. The lion seems to have 
gone out of fashion as far as the English 
are concerned when the Stuarts were on 
the throne, and did not come in again until 
William IIL, the lion constituting the princi- 
pal feature of the armorial bearings of the 
house of Orange, to which he be:onged. It 
was this association of the lion with the 
house of Orange and that of the unicorn 
with the Stuarts that led aj the time of the 
revolution which deprived James II. of his 
throne in favor of his Dutch son-in-law, 
William III., to the vogue of the familiar 
phrase: 

The lion and the unicorn were fighting for the 
crown, 
The lion beat the unicorn all round the town. 
oe. 

The use of supporters in armorial bearings 
—that is to say, the figures, human, animal, 
or bird, on either side of the ehield—is lim- 
ited in England to peers of the rea:m, and to 
peeresees not by marriage but in their own 
right, to Knights of the Garter, to Knights 
Grand. Cross of the Order of the Bath, and 
to the chiefs of great Scottish clans. Added 
to these there are a number of untitled fami- 
lies who have obtained them by epecial 
grant from the sovereign usually as a mark 
of royal favor for services rendered. Thus, 
only a few weeks King Edward granted 
to Sir Frederick Treves,the right of support- 
ers to his escutcheon, the supporters to con- 
sist of lions, in token of the services_which 
he rendered to the royal house as a surgeon 
in saving the ‘ife of the sovereign in the year

FACING THE FACTS. 
BY HENRY F. COPE. 


) , ‘ 

“ Ye shall know the truth and the trufh shall 
make you free.’’—John, vili., 32. 

HIS its the age of the dominance of 

science. When a man asks, What shall 

I believe? only one answer can be re- 

turned: Believe the things that are. An 

age now past found it easy to believe 
that it believed what it was told, even the 
things that it knew were not so. But today 
at least has the merit of finding no merit in 
that form of self-deception. 

The pagsion for absolute truth and right- 
ness is one of the noblest that can spring 
up in any breast; it is a ripe fruit of religion. 
The scientist, by his devotion to exact facts, 
to pure truth, Is the religious man of our 
day, and the schools become religious educa- 


tors in their power to instill a primary love | 


for truth and to lift up ideals of exactness 
and equity. 

When we translate feligion into terms of 
fe, into actualty as contrasted with imagi- 
nation, we begin to discover the necessity for 
foundations deeper than legend or romance. 
So long as a man’s religion consisted in what 
he might picture in glowing colors of imagi- 
nation on the canvas of fancy about his past 
or future he did not need to take his designs 
from facts, 

But when religion becomes the science of 
right living, the process of securing right 
social relationships and character as the ex- 
pression of ideal persoral and individual 
character, it is evident that in such a work 
religion must proceed on ascertained, indis- 
putable verities. 

We may be satisfied with myths as to the 
ordering Of the first family, and we may 
léave to the play of fancy the specifications 
of an ideal heaven; but when we begin to or- 
der our own families and adjust our social 
and civic affairs we are compelled to wait for 
principles based on facts, for truth Re- 
ligion thus becomes a science. 

Much eloquence was spilled —— _ 
flict between religion and scienc®. was 
only a conflict between the old religion and 
its new form, between the gray dawn and the 
growing day. Our fathers were not wilfully 
false, holding on to darkness when the light 
came; but they so long had held sacred the 
pictures seen in twilight they were loath to 
give them up for those of the full day's 
printing. 

The most damaging infidelity is the lack of 
faith in truth, the fear that it might not be 
safe to allow all the facts to be known. He 
who in the name of religion seeks to pre- 
vent our seeing and accepting the full facts 
is religion's greatest foe. Only the full truth 
can set us fully free, intellectually, spiritu- 
ally, morally. 

Why should we fear the light of investiga- 
tion on the things of religion? There is more 
sacredness in simple truth than in secrecy. 
It were better to be lost forever seeking 
truth than Saved by sophistry. How foolish 
to attempt to adjust our lives by laws built 
out of speculation, to attempt to steer by @ 
compass when there is no pole of truth? 

In today’s changing tides of thought, when 
the old faiths seem slipping away, when we 
wonder why we have lost the simple. faith of 
our own youth or our father’s, looking for 
some firm ground for our feet, we do well 
to set them down on nothing but facts, to 
discriminate among the sands of time and 
the alluvial deposits of tradition till we find 
the rock of truth. 

But facing the facts we find everywhere 
one writ large, over all one great principle 
of unchanging law, one great purpose moving 
through all nature and all history, and what 
we once only dared to hope and dream, that 
back of all there throbs infinite love and there 
rules infinite wisdom, now Is attested by the 
impressive array of the witnesses of science. 

Truth always is safe. The holiest error 
must be born of hell. We can make no mis- 
take in refusing to go beyond truth, and we 
will find that she leads to the ordering of 
life according to eternal laws, to the doing of 
duties and finding of sweet joys:as old as 
the hills and as unchanging; she will lead in 
the paths of rightness. 

Some day our race will know all the alpha- 
bet of nature and be able to read the story 
of the unchanging goodness; some day we 
shall comprehend the wavering handwriting 
of history; some day we shall catch the har- 
mony of love and law; we shall know the full 
truth that Is religion; shall know things as 
they are and be what we should be.

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R OF KING’S SEAL LEAVES 
_..FOR_ FIRST TIME TO VISIT, 


Lord High Chancellor of England, 


“Most Exalted and Most Powerful Secular 


Official. 


ORD LOREBURN, who has just ar 
rived in Canada from Liverpool and 
who will visit New York, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Washington, and other points 
of interest in the United States before 
returning home, is the first lord high chan- 
cellor of Great Britain to set foot on the 
shores of the western hemisphere, the first 
lord high chancellor, indeed, to leave his na- 
tive land during his term of office since the 
days when Cardinal Wolsey accompanied 

Henry VIII. to the field of the cloth of gold 
in France. For the chancellor is the keeper 

of the great seal, and so great is the im- 
portance attached to this emblem of sov- 
ereignty, without 
which no legal value 
can be given to any 
acts of state, or toany 
documents bearing 
the sign manual of the 
sovereign, that s all 
sorts of ancient laws, 
still unrepealed, pro- 
vide for its custody by 
the lord high chancel- 
jor, who is responsible 
for its safety. 

An old statute de- 
clares that it may not 
be taken out of the 
kingdom, and one of 
the offenses for which 
Cardinal Wolsey was 
impeached and pun- 
ished was that he had 
violated the law by 
taking the great seal 
with him to France 
when he accompanied 
Henry VIIL to his 
memorable meeting 
with Francis I And 
there are also pains 
and penalties devised 
for the chancellor who 
allows the great seal 
out of his keeping. So 
that, what between 
the difficulty of letting 
this instrument of 
power out of his per- 
sonal care and the im- ‘ 
possibility oftakingit ‘“ 
abroad, the lord high 
chancellor has always been prevented 
during his term of office from leaving 
the country. There is much speculation ag 
Ao what disposition Lord Loreburn has made 
of the great seal during his American tour. 
He certainly has not brought it with him, 
and if he has left it at home it must have 
been surrounded by the most elaborate pre- 
cautions in order to prevent any one else 
from obtaining access to it. 


Second Only to Canterbury. 

As lord high chancellor Lord Loreburn 
occupies the highest gecular office of the 
British empire, and is its principal temporal 
dignitary, ranking immediately after the 
princes and princesses of the blood royal, 
before even the premier and the archbishop 
of York, and yielding the “‘ pas ”’ only to the 
primate of all England, the archbishop of 
Canterbury. The chancetlorship is not only 
the most illustrious but likewise one of the 
most ancient offices of the realm, the un- 
broken Hne of its holders dating back to 
1068—that is to say, to two years after the 
Norman conquest. It carries with it a seat 
in the cabinet, a salary of $50,000 a year, an 
hereditary peerage, the prolocutorship of 
the house of lords, and a retiring pension of 
$30,000 a year for life, even if the woolsack 
bas only been occupied fora few days. 

In addition to this the lord chancellor en- 
joys an enormous amount of patronage, hav- 
ing the appointment of all the judges, of high 
and low degree, from the lord chief justice 
down to the humblest justice of the peace and 
county magistrate, and the right of presenta- 
tion to all the crown livings or ecclesiastical 
benefices. He ie the supreme guardian, ex 
officio, of all infants, idiots, and ‘:unatics, 
and as such has the legal right to divest of 
the guardianship any persons who have been 
appointed as such by will, but who have 
shown themselves, in his opinion, to be un- 
worthy of their trugt. In that case he may 
either nominate other guardians or else de- 
cree the minor a ward of chancery, in which 
event any one endeavoring to’ wrong the 
ward or even to wed without the permission 
of the lord chancellor renders himself gui:ty 
of contempt of court. 

Besides this, the lord high chancellor is, 
ex officio, a member of the privy council and 
president of all the courts of justice of the 
empire, which of cours® renders it indis- 
pensable that he should be a member of the 
legal profession. True, in oNen times the 
woolsack was frequently occupied by ecclesi- 
astics, and at one time the chancellorship 
and the primacy of the church were held by 
one and the game person, among the most 
notable instances of this kind being St. 
Thomas a Beckett, Cardinal Wolsey, and 
Archbishop Warren. But since the days of 
John Williams, bishop of Lincoin, who suc- 
ceeded the great Sir Francis Bacon as lord 
high chancellors the office has invariably 
been filled by a more or less distinguished 
lawyer, often of the humblest extraction, 
the woolsack being regarded as the highest 
prize of the legal profession. 


Catholic May Fill Office, 

How great is the authority vested in the 
lord high chancellorship is perhaps best 
shown by that ancient statute, still in ex- 
istence, which declares it to be his “ high 
prerogative to judge according to equity, con- 
science, and reason where he finds the law of 
the land so defective as that the subject 
would be injured thereby,”’ and heis the only 
dignitary of the realm, aside from the king, 
the queen, and the heir apparent, whose kill- 
ing is not punished as ordinary murder but as 
high treason. 

There seems to be a general impression, 
even in England, that the lord high chancel- 
lorship must necessarily be held by a Protest- 
ant. But Mr. Gladstone, who at one moment 
thought of nominating the late Lord Chief 
Justice Russell, who was a devout Roman 
Catholic, to the post, made a careful invest{- 
gation of the matter and ascertained that 
there was no law or clause of the constitu- 
tion in existence to prevent the. woolsack 
being occupied by a member of the Church of 
Rome, or.even a Jew. Indeed, had the 
late Sir George Jessel lived, there is no doubt 
that he would in course of time have 
been elevated to the woolsack and to the. 
keepership of the king’s conscience, tn spite 
of his being a professing Jew, and it was a 
matter of policy rather than anything else 
that prevented Lord Russell from being in: 
trusted with the great seal. The title of 
“keeper of the king's conscience,”’ which is 
one of the official designations of the chancel- 
lor, of course dates back to the days prior to 
the reformation, when the post; as men- 
tioned, was ordinarily occupied by some prel- 
ate, who was usually the sovereign's spirit- 
ual adviser. 


Woolsack Seat a Reality. 

The woolsack, of which mention is so fre- 
quently made, is the seat ied by the 
lord high chancellor as prolocutor of the 
house of lords. It isa sort of broad, square 
flat divan, biue cloth covered, supposed to 
be packed tightly with wool Contrary to 
the general opinion, there are several of 
these woolsacks placed in the center of the 
house, midway between the throne and the 
cross benches. It is the one nearest the 
throne that is occupied by the lord high

SALVIDERE WINS STAKES. 


Through His Victory and That of 
Meelick Madden Secures 
Two Prizes. 


New York, Sept. 14.—[Special.]—John E. 
Madden scored a memorable double triumph 
at Sheepshead Bay this afternoon when 
Salvidere, owned jointly by Madden and 
T. Hitchcock Jr., won the $25,000 Annual! 
Champion stakes at two miles and a quarter, 
while Meelick, bearing the Madden silks, 
romped home victorious in the $7,500 Great 
Eastern handicap for 2 year olds at six 
furlongs over the Futurity course. 

The running of the Annual Champion was 
marred by a bad ride on the part of Jockey 
Miller, who had the leg up on James R.

In fact, Miller's performance was so 
glaring that 8. L. Parsons, one of the stew- 
ards, went to Trainer James Rowe after the 
race and asked him if he wished to prefer 
charges against the jockey on the ground 
that he had not ridden to orders. Rowe, 
however, did not care to carry the matter 
before the stewards, so that it was allowed 
to drop. Mr. Keene was outspoken in his 
criticism of Miler. 

‘He lifted the colt off the ground,” the 
veteran turfman said. ‘“‘It was an inju- 
dicious ride.”’ 


Disobeys His Instructions. 


Miller was instructed to wait with Ballot, 
but when the barrier went up he took fhe 
Voter colt to the front. Tugging at the 
bridle and sitting far back in the saddle, Mil- 
ler put Ballot under such a choking pull 
that hundreds of critics cried out in amaze- 
ment. When the horses had made a circuit 
of the track for the first mile, Miler still 
was choking the Keene colt, while Mont- 
gomery was the runner up, followed closely 
by Ironsides and Salvidere. 

Going up the backstretch the second time 
it was the same old story. Ballot was under 
a hard pull, his mouth being open and his 
head yanked sideways. Yet he remained in 
front with an average advantage of about a 
length and a half until he reached the head 
of the homestretch for the final dash for the 
wire. Then Miller let his mount down, 
but the colt had nothing left, and began 
to hang in his stride. 

It was an exciting moment, for quick as a 
flash little Dugan moved up with Salvidere 
on the outside, after pinning Montgomery 
to the rail so that Jack Martin had to pull 
up. Ballot was done to a turn at the finishing 
pole, where Salvidere was pulled over in 
front of Montgomery !In such a way that 
many thought the latter had been interfered 
with.

HARNESS HORSES 


Performances of Highball 
Mark Him as Star Trotter 
of the Season. 


GRAND CIRCUIT NEAR END 
Meeting at Columbus, 0., This 
Week Closes “Big Rigg’’ 
for the Year. 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 
With but two more meetings of consequence 
echeduled—that at Columbus, which will be- 
gin this week; arid the annual roundup of ail 
the good harness horses at Lexington—it is 
plain that Highball is the star race horse trot- 
ter of the year. 


Beginning with Sonoma Girl and other first” 


class performers at Detroit and going all the 
way down the grand circuit line, the Geers 
nag, lame all the time and for three weeks 
unable to start, has, on every occasion when 
he faced the flag, been first or second, and his 
brilliant victories in the $9,000 Massachusetts 
stake at Boston and the $10,000 Roger Will- 
jams purse at Providence were a fitting pre- 
lude to the magnificent race he trotted last 
Tuesday in the $10,000 Empire purse at Syra- 
curse, N. Y.. his time for the three heats 
being $2.06%, 2:06%, 2:06%. The field behind 
Highball at the finish of these miles had 
ciass, consisting as it did of Wilkes Heart, 
Sonoma Girl, Claty Latus, Genteel H., and 
Thornfield. 

Sonoma Girl was second in the opening 
heat, forcing Highball to step one quarter in 
:30, but after that Wilkes Heart made what 
battle was carried to the gelding. By refer- 
ence to the records the curious in such mat- 
ters may easily satisfy themselves that the 
Syracuse performance of Highball was in- 
comparably better than any ever made By a 
trotter during a first season on theturf. In 
fact, not many trotters, even of the highest 
‘class, and after several seasons of hardening 
work, are able to go out and race three heats 
better than 2:07, and the record for three 
heats by a trotting gelding in a race is only 
half 4 second faster for each mile than High- 
ball's Syracuse race. 


Highball a Sufferer. 


While it is true that Highball! does not go 
lame after he is warmed up for a race and 
turns for the word, he is none the less suffer- 
ing all the time from some trouble which 
causes him to limp and which unquestionably 
gives him pain. More than this, the trouble 
was of so radical a nature after Detroit that 
the horse was not, started'for three weeks, 
and in his winning races at Boston and Prov- 
idence he went short gaited until the scoring 
began. In view of these facts, all question 
as to Highball’s gameness disappears. Hav- 
ing demonstrated he is a great race horse 
trotter, it is to be hoped that next year, when 
there will be few lucrative engagements for 
him in purse races, Mr. Geers and Owner 
¥. G. Jones may be induced to fit the gelding 
for a trip against the watch. That he would 
take a record of 2:03 or better is not doubted 
by those who know the horse bést, and it is 
entirely possible that he would even more 
closely approach the two minute mark. 

The Columbus meeting, which will begin to- 
morrow, closes the grand circuit. The per- 
formances this year on’ the big ring,” while 


. Sensational in the matter of speed for nearly 


all the classes, have in other ways been dis- 
appointing. The green trotting classes and 
all the big stakes have been dominated to 
sach an extent by Highball and Sonoma Girl, 
so far as first money was concerned, with 
Margaret Onward, Beatrice Bellini, Tempus 
Fugit, and one or two others in close attend- 
ance all the time, that owners of horses that 
in ordinary years would have had a chance to 

in the money took warning by the infor- 
mation concerning the speed of those horses 
sent. out before entry closing time and kept 
their nags in the barn. 


Made Fields Small. 
This made smaller fields in more clagses 


than the. one supposed to be affected, as the 


owner.of a high class gréen trotter that was 
scared away by Highball and the others nat- 
urally took his entire string to one of the 
minor circuits, In this way the loss in en- 
trance money to the grand circuit tracks was 
serious enough. to be considered, and one 
track secretary estimated it at $5,000 for each 
Point in the line. 

The abolition of betting at Cleveland, Bos- 
ton, Providence, and Syracuse made another 
cut in the track revenues, although Syracuse 
never has had betting. But while the track 
managers are deploring the absence of the 
“ privilege’ money from their coffers there 
is some consolation in the fact that every 
one of the meetings paid @ profit, and it 
snould be remembered that at Cleveland, 
Boston, and Syracuse no liquor is sold at 
the track. The truth of the matter is that 


trotting is not dependant on gambling or rum 


ling for profitable support, and while a 
cons.cerable portion of the followers of the 
Sport are of a speculative turn, they will be 
there just the same, betting or no betting, and 
as for the prohibition of liquor selling at race 
tracks, I have yet to hear a man regret the 

bsonce of the bar. On the other hand, it is 
hevitable that when liquor is sold some man. 
will make an exhibition of himself through 
its intemperate use, and one foul mouthed 
booze fighter—not quite drunk enougf to be 
taken in hand by the police, but just drunk 
‘ @nough to disgust people—does more harm to 
the sport in one afternoon than can be re- 
paired in months. 


Interest in ‘Youngsters.

With honors even 
in the male lines of their pedigrees, their 
dams naturally are scrutinized.: The Lead- 
ing Lady is from Miss Pratt, 2:17%, trotting, 
by Heir at Law, 2:12, trotting. Peter Pan is 
from Hallie Hardin, by Gambetta, and while 
the strain is a good one most people woltld 
prefer the breeding of The t#ading Lady in 
the female line, as her dam has a record bet- 
ter than 2:20 and was by a horse that both 
trotted and paced fast and that won many a 
hard battle on the grand circuit tracks. 

A really high class colt trotter of this sea- 
son which does not get into the limelight, for 
the reason she is not named in any stake®, Is 
the filly Ruth Dillon. She was bred in Cali- 
fornia and brought east last year by Sterling 
R. Holt of Indianapolis, owner of her sire, 
Sidney Dillon, who secured Millard Sanders 
to train the Dillon colts, 

Is a Good Filly. 

Sanders is, since the death of Marvin, re- 
garded as the best colt trainerin the land, and 
in Ruth Dillon he found a filly that was mate- 
rial for his skill. She has been raced over the 
Indiana half mile tracks in some purses for 
trotters of her age, and in the course of her 
campaign trotted the half mile ring at Craw- 
fordsville in 2:15% three weeks ago. For a 
3 year old to do this in August means a 2:11 
colt by October over a’ mile track and with 
everything favorabir. 

But possibly the fact that Ruth Dillon is not 
in the big stakes was to her advantage after 
all, as she has made a world’s record for 3 
year old trotters over a two lap course and 
attracted more attention to herself than she 
was likely to have gained had she been out 
among the crack 3 year olds, they being an 
extraordinary lot this season, four or five of 
them able to trot in 2:10. Ruth Dillon is de- 
scribed as a clean cut filly, well made all over, 
on rather longlegs. Her dam is by Bay Rose, 
2:20%, son of Sultan, 2:24. She carriesa six 
and three-quarter ounce shoe in front, with 
“two ounce toe weight, and three ounce shoes 
behind 

The stallion Sterling McKinney, that at the 
Minneapolis meeting won a grand five heat 
race and incidentally trotted himself into 
the 2:10 list, is out of a mare by Director, and 
makes the fourth 2:10 trotter to be produced 
by daughters of the little black stallion that 
was unbeaten'down the grand circuit one sea- 
son long ago, among his triumphs that year

Noted for Gameness. 

Director was a horse of wonderful! game- 
ness, as well as great speed for his day, and 
added to these qualities he was a knowing 
littie fellow. A natural trotter from the day 
he was foaled, it took no particular educa- 
tion to develop his speed, and as for manners, 
he had them ali the time. The more horses 
there were in a race the better Director liked 
it. He always was anxious to win, but John 
Goldsmith, who drove him, told me it was 
necessary to let the stallion have his own way 
about certain matters if you wanted his best 
effort at the end of the mile. 

.. His most marked peculiarity was the habit 


turn, seemingly in order to catch his breath 
for a homestretch burst of speed. Totry and

Fanelia also produced Todd, one of «he 
fastest 2 year old trotters ever trained and 
that is now a sensational sire of early st eed. 
Org Wilkes, 2:11, a Transylvania wir.ner, is 
out of a Director mare, and another Transyl- 
vania to the credit of the Director mares was 
that won by Ozanam. 

Some account was recently given in this 
column of the great California pacer, Infer- 
lotta, 2:04%. The dam of her sire, Inferna, 
was by Director. In fact, the influence of 
the old horse through his caughters has 
been something wonderful, and they give to 
their produce the qualities of speed dnd 
gameness which made their sire famous. It 
was the blood of Director and Arion, com- 
bined in Fanella, mixed with that of Pilot 
Medium through his fastest son, Peter the 
Great, that gave the turf Sadie Mac, one of 
the greatest trotters ever seen. 

Bred to Bingen, the dame of Sadie Mac pro- 
duced Todd, that sent Kentucky Todd, a 
Futurity winner, to the post from his first 
crop of colts, and that this season has in 
Douglas a sure 2:103 year old. sie Director 
blood is not much heard of in the male line, 
but the daughters of the old horse have done 
wonders.

According to reports 
two physicians stated the arm had been frac- 
tured, while one of the examining physicians 
states there was no fracture. but he, after 
a consultation with those who had discov- 
erea the break, decided the arm was out of 
commission. Britt, so it was stated, was 
hurried to his home as quickly as possible, 
and before the press representatives and 
other physicians could bréak in on him his 
arm had been placed in a plaster cast, e

The hurried manner In which Britt hiked 
to his home and had his arm treated leads a 
great many followers of the sport to believe 
that his arm was not so badly injured as to 
compel him to quit, so he is being roasted and 
accused of showing the “ white feather.” 
Jimmy always priced himself on his game- 
ness and his capacity for taking punishment, 
and the grilling he is receiving grates harsh- 
ly on his sensitive feelings. He made thou- 
sands of enemies when he lost on a foul to 
Gans in their fight at Frisco three years ago. 
That battle was a “frameup.” It was ar- 
ranged that Gans should win on a foul, and 
he made such a miserable showing Britt 
really thought he was his master. At that 
he refused Gans a return mateh until after 
he had defeated Batling Nelson. His victory 
over “ Bat’’ impressed him with the idea he 
had improved enough to take Gans into 
a and he lost no time signing to meet 
im.

He argued he did more to Nelson in twenty 
rcurds than Gans did in forty-two, and, 
thinking Joe was on the decline and that he 
had improved, there could be only one restK 
to the fight, and that was Britt to win. 

Those who visited his training camp and 
saw him slam all sorts of hard wallops into 
hig husky sparring partners took note of his 
ckever footwork and the artistic manner in 
which he defended himself against the fusil- 
lade of blows thrown at him by his trainers, 
had no hesitation in claiming Jimmy the 
rext lightweight champion. 

They labored under the same impression 
after the first round of the fight, as Jimmy 
depcrted himself like a champion in that ses- 
sicn, Which ended In his favor. He scored 
his favorite body punch and nailed Gans on 
the jugular with his right with enough force 
behind it to send the colored man staggering 
to the ropes. That session gave Gans a line 
on Britt’s method of milling, and from the 
besgirning of the second round to the finish 
he made the ‘“ native son’’ look decidedly 
cheap. There was no spot in the road, 
after the first three minutes, that Jimmy had 
a chance to win, and reports state that hut 
for the unexpected ending of.the affair Jim- 
my would have been sent down for the count 
in the next round or two.

Gans was much put out when he was de-. 
ciated a winner through a mishap, ase he was 
determined to give Jimmy a good 'icking and 
would rather have won with a knockout. 
Britt talks some of asking for a return match, 
as he still believes—or, rather, would like 
the sporting public to beHeve—he is the bet- 
ter man of the two. Those who saw him per- 
form against the champion last Monday 
afterroon think otherwise, and, as spectators 
meke contests possible, the fight promoters 
will not climb over each other to secure the 
match.

OST patrons of the great department 
stores overlook the fact that in the 
head of a particul&r department the 
patron is looking upon a graduate 
merchant. 

With the cutting up of the great store 
fnto minute @ivisions, each under its re- 
eponsible head, the passing customer of the 
old school is likely to imagine that the cut- 
ting up process, with its attendant system- 
atizing, has reduced merchandising to a mere 
system of routine. A department has its 
counters and showcases filled with goods. 
Attending salespeople are at hand to make 
sales. An oOverwatching authority in some 
manner directs the activities of these sales- 
men, many of whom may be novices at the 
business. The salesman has his five, ten, 
or twenty feet of floor space to serve, and the 
exhibiting of the goods asked for by the 
customer, with the making out of a cash slip 
end effecting change when the purchase is 
gade, seems to-constitute the day’s work of 
the department. 


* a 
Vast Capital Is Invested. 

It is forgotten, however, that there are 
single lines in these great departments 
which represent as much money invested as 
was used in stocking one of the old time gen- 
eral stores of a generation ago. That in the 
choosing of a department manager for such 
a place as much responsibility is shouldered 


upon him as fell upon the old time country 


merchant who may have had a general line 
of goods on display and a stock in reserve in 
a neighboring warehouse. This head of a 


' department i “such a house may be only the 


manager of the department, but his salary 
of $5,000, $9,000, or $15,000 a year, as his de- 
partment warrants, suggests an income that 
might have satisfied the old fashioned mer- 
chant owner of a general business. 

This salary naturally becomes possible 
through the turning over of department 
stock in the course of a year. To buy stock 
that will sell and to buy it on terms that will 
insure a profit are points to be observed by 
this head of the department. He may be the 
chief buyer for the department, or the de- 
partment may.be such that half a dozen 
buyers are necessary to keep it going. In 
any event, however, the responsibilities of 
the buyer are his and the success of the 
department rests upon him.

Buyer Needs Much Wisdom. 

To meet these responsibilities this head of 
the department needs all the wisdom pos- 
sible for the merchant. Out of his experi- 
ence he must know his department needs. If 
sales of a certain volume 
ticipated for that department, goods in ap- 
proximate quantity must be supplied for sale. 
As to the kind and style and quality of these 
géods, the Rmewledge which the manager 
possesses regarding merchafdising is the

jadgment Guides Anticipation. 

It is this anticipating the future of trade 
which calis for the judgment ofthe mer- 
chant. Many things are salable according 
to the feeling of prosperous conditions. 
Under the influences of good times many 
lines will séli, when under reverse condi- 
tions they are drugs on the market. It is 
part of the manager's duty to anticipate the 
kind of a market which will meet his dis- 
play, and the success of his venture may 
be determined wholly by an unexpected con- 
dition of public confidence. 

When the department buyer has decided 
upon his lines of goods and has gone into the 
markets for them his knowledge of men 
no less than his knowledge of goods may 
availhim, He has the unlimited commission 


are to be an- 


of his house and he is to buy goods in a way 
to make profits for his employers. His pur~ 
chases may be delivered to him in thirty 
days, or he may have to wait a year, two 
years, or five years for delivery. In the rug 
departments of some of the great stores it 
is not uncommon fora buyer to purchase 
rugs which will not be free of the loom for 
three to five years, He has found a silk rug 
of a certain pattern which only one family 
knows how to make, If he buys that rug he 
must wait for it, and, waiting for it, there 
are chances that before it is delivered 
changes may come in financial affairs that 
will leave it little in demand. But this is one 
of the buyer’s risks. 
_ * 


Must Take Purchase Risks. 

“The buyer who doesn’t take risks never 
accomplishes anything,” is the philosophy of 
a State street manager and buyer. “ The 
buyer who doesn’t make mistakes is no good, 
for the reason that he is afraid to risk any- 
thing. He must count upon making his rea- 
sonable mistakes, but his successes must 
overbalance them year after year if he ruc- 
ceeds. And to succeed in the end the mana- 
ger must be a merchant in the full sense of 
the term.” : 

With the world for his market place, the 
buyer’s knowledge of men never has been 
and never will be wide enough. Manufactur- 
ers’ agents will sell—that is their business. 
But there are all kinds of manufacturers and 
agents. If one of them shall be a trickster, 
anything in the experience of the buyer which 
will mark that fact to him is an asset as a 
businessman. Anyof the arts of the “‘mixer’’ 
which will enable the buyer to lead the seller 
in his direction for a favoring sale are a buy- 
er’s capital. 

** Take the buyer in the Chinese markets,” 
said a State street man. “ He might have 
bought goods a hundred years in the United 
States and be et sea in the yellow kingdom. 
They tell you the Chinese are honest in filling 
their contracts, and I suppose theyare. But 
you never know whether the Chinaman is 
giving you his lowest rate. He feels justified 
in selling to one man at one price and to an- 
other man at another price. He merely deliv- 
ers the goods at the contract prices and if the 
man who has bought at a lower rate than you 
have chances to be your competitor at hame 
you have a problem on your hands.”’ 

In the opinion of this manager the success- 
ful buyer is born quite as much as he is made 
by merchant routine. He must have a head 
for merchandising. As to where he gets it 
and how, nobody questions.

“It was imagined 
that he knew his business, He had experi- 
‘ence enough in years of service, but evén 
as an assistant he found his knowledge lack- 
ing. He came to me one morning, saying, 
‘I wish you would put me on to this work.’ 
When I told him there wasn’t a man living 
who could do that, I'm sure he felt that I 
had giveh him a slapin the face. But it was 
truth, and he knows it now. 

“We are growing men right here for guch 
positions. If the man won't grow there is 
nothing more to be said or done. The op- 
portunity is here and his chances for master- 
ing the knowledge of the merchant are on 
every side. When a young man asks me a 
question about the business which I am un- 

ble to answer- it always attracts my Aatten- 
Fon to him. There’s something he wants to 
know and I am unable to tell him. But I 
find out for him, and in answering the ques- 
tion for him I am answering it for myself. 
The whole department is benefited in this 


manner.” *

Workers by the Score Martyrs to Industry. 


AR, with ail its horrore and 
butchery, is not nearly as 
great a destroyer of the home 
and a maker of widows and orpnans 
as is peace and prosperity with its 
industrial slaughter, its maiming and mang- 
ling of human beings. From railway loco- 
motives and giant freight trains, run by 
sturdy and hardened men, to the “‘ mangling 
iron ”’ in a modern laundry operated by a gir! 
of 16, a huge toll, varying from the loss of a 
thumb to the loss of a life, f relentlessly ex- 
acted by the strenuous god of industrial 
progress. 

In Chicago alone tens of thousands of peo- 
ple, most of them not yet 40 years old, are 
maimed and crippled annually, some dying 
immediately, othérs dying later from their 
wounds, and the great majority dragging out 


@ niiserable eXistence either as dep@ndents’ 


upon their wives, mothers, and friends, or 
eking out a living some other way. 

Efforts to collect figures on the number of 
men, women,.and children injured annually 
in this city by cogs, gearing, belting, shaft- 
ing, various fly wheels, mill machinery, such 
as saws, planers, and wood shapers; vats, 
pans, and other structures filled with molten 
metal or hot or corrosive acids, proved futile. 
No such figures are kept either by the com- 
panies concerned or by the city authorities, 
the law for reporting such injuries in the 
state of Illinois to the secretary of the bureau 
of labor having been passed only last spring 
and not having gone into effect until last 


July. ’

Investigation ‘among trade uniofis only 
brought about approximate figures about 
the number of their members injured. Of 
the 15,000 woodworkers in Chicago, whose 
trade is considered one of the most hagard- 
ous, 1,000 men, it was estimated, are in- 
jured every year, ‘In the case of one-third 
of that number the injuries are serious, and 
usually consist of the loss of a number of 
fingers or a certain portion of the hand. 
One out of every ten men injured. is per- 
manently disabled, and frequently is a can- 
didate for a slow but sure death as a result 
of his injuries. 

Injuries in: the woodworking trade, accord- 

ing to members of that craft, have of late 
become a sort of a necessity and recom- 
mendation in the finding of @ job. The 
minute a woodworker applies for a job in 
some mill the superintendent or foreman 
will look at his hand, Ifa finger is missing 
or maimed the man is considered a wood- 
worker and is given a job. If, on the con- 
trary, the man shows a hand which has every 
finger in good condition, he is considered a 
cub, one who has only seen the outside of a 
woodworking shop. 
With the members of the building trades, 
especially the structural iron workers, the 
number of injuries is slight, but the death 
toll is heavy. A man falling from the tenth 
or fifteenth story of a skyscraper never is 
picked up alive.

Taxes Paid in Souls, 

But it is not only in limbs or souls through 
accidents that modern industry exacts ite 
toll. Itlevies tribute in countless other ways. 
Gradual poisoning, slowly eating away the 
heart and lungs, and the wasting away of 
other parts of the body and mind are the 
ways this toll is collected in a host of other 
industries. Men and women employed any 
length of time at metal polishing and, buffing 
are sure to end with consumption. The 
women espécially are affected by it, and, if 
the statements of a number of these women 
metal polishers are true, any woman work- 
ing at that trade for 4 considerable. period 
is incapacitated for child pearing or child 
‘rearing. 

~ovhote ER e of the most excruciat@g 
brand is the favorite reward which the 
leather working industry affords to the man 
who has worked for years in the tannery. 
Lead and chemical poisoning is especially 
prevalent in such industries as the manu- 
facture of earthenware and china, glass 
polishing, enameling of iron plates, the manu- 
facture of matches, in the hatters and fur- 
riers’ industry, mixing and casting of metal, 
and a host of others. A number of other 
industries, such as metal works. which use 
converters and electrical generating ma- 
chines combine a number of these methods 
of killing off men by gradual polsoning as 
well as frequent outright death by sudden 
accidents.

Paupers Born of Accidents. 
With each “serious accident ’—and the 
mumber of such serious accidents was est!- 
mated by several physicians consulted as 


gomewhere in the heighborhood of 10,000 an- 
nually in Chicago alone—the family of the vic- 


tim, which up to that time led a quiet and 
probably happy life, is at once thrown out of 
gear, dazed by the sudden misfortune.

When the family was visited and the chi:d 
housekeeper addressed the strain and suf- 
fering showed plainly in the child’s face and 
speech.. Her colorless cheeks, the timid and 
nervous dancing of her eyes, spoke volumes 
about the one ‘great theme—human suffering. 
With an air of relief and pathos she told the 
writer’ that she hoped things would be better 
now that an aunt from the country wil: take 
the babe and her youngest sister, a child of 2 
years, was adopted by another family. 

“ Now,” the girl said, ‘“‘ I will have time to 
go to a cooking school and will be able to do 
my housework better. With only four chil- 
dren, all above 3 years old, one can do a lot 
of things.” 

A neighbor, from whom information was

But pathetic as is the condition of the child, 
the fate of the father is not lees agonizing. 
Sober and industrious, the man, a German 
by birtH, and 40 years old, earned his living 
by running an elevator for a large manufac- 
turing concern until] a year ago, when the 
élevator broke and fell several stories, crush- 
ing out the life of one man and injuring two 
others beside himself. For the moment it 
kéemed as though he fared better than the 
other two. His lég was broken, but he suf- 
fered no internal injuries. After having 
been laid off for two months, the man re- 
turned to work, only to have to return to bed 
three days later. His leg, which was almost

Heroes Developed in Trials. 


Ever since that time the father, who ifs 
a man of fine sensibilities, has been sub- 
jected to the horrible martyrdom of seeing 
his wife die and his children waste away 
because of his inability to work. Occasion- 
ally the man will go out, do an odd job, 
and come home happy and refreshed, seeing 
in hia mind the @ay when he will be able to 
go to ‘work permanently. But this illusion 
of the evening is usually dispelled by the 
reality of the next morning—the freshly ir- 
ritated wound on his foot which keeps him 
in bed or only moving slowly about the 
house for the next few days. 

These efforts of the man, his constant war 
to overcome obstacles inflicted upon him, are 
a source of admiration to his neighbors and 
acquaintances. 

“I believe,’’ said one of them, “ that this 
man will be all right some day. He has a 
tremendous will power and this will cure 
him. I almost-think he could have had his 
leg healed were it not for his eagerness to 
go to work before it {# fully well and the 
consequent relapse. But then this is simply 
his nature. He would not accept any help 
because this,. he says, would be a blot upon 
himself and his children after he gets well 
enough to work again. On the other hand, 
the suffering of his children, who are the 
light of his eyes, as he calls them in his quaint 
German, drives him almost mad, and so he 
is drifting between a day’s work and three 
days’ stay at home to recuperate from its 
effects.” 

A similar case was found on the north- 
west gide. Only in this case it is the crippled 
father who keeps the house and looks afer 
his six children and slowly but surely dying 
wife... The oldest child, also 13, is a boy. 
What overwork had done for the girl of 
the German elevator man; scant nourish- 
ment and depressing and gloomy home at- 


mosphere has done for the boy of the 
Jewish sweatshop worker on the north- 
west side. The boy at first sight looks 
like a sickly child of 5 years.

Sweatshop Gets Its Victim. 

The history of this case is slightly differ- 
ent. The father was working in asweateshop 
ever since he came front the old world, some 
‘ten years ago. The work gradually under- 
mined his health, but his family was grow- 
ing, and so hé paié little attention to hisown 
condition and kept on working. More than 
that, he even worked overtime whenever 
there was a call for such work in the shop. 
About six months ago, at the height of the 
spring season, the man returned from the 
shop one evening exhausted re than ever 
after fourteen hours’ work. hile chamg- 
ing cars on Milwaukee aad Chicago avenues 
he got tangied up in a manner which he is 
unable to explain to the present day, and 
when he was dragged out from under the 
car his foot was crushed. He had several 
operations performed, but nome of them 
benefited him. He now ig getting $20 a 
month from a Hebrew charitable organiza- 
tion. Out of this he hag to pay rent, $12, 
and he and his sickly wife and six children 
have to live as best as they can on the 
other $8. x 

But family men are not the only victims of 
this industrial slaughter. Young men and 
boys, with all the fond hopes and ardent 
dreams of youth, are numerous 4 the 
sacrificea or the akar of industry and prog- 
ross. Many of these young men would have 
preferred immediate death to the blighted 
life of a lump of flesh and Bohes on ertches, 
severed forever from. all enjoyment and 
pleasure in life, denied all for which people 
aim, and toil, and strive.

Accidents in the case of such young men, 
while free from orphaned children and wid- 
owed women, leave behind them frequently 
broken hearts and shattered romances. A 
typical case of stich a shattered life was 
found on Milwaukee avenue. A young man, 
aitting on the sidewalk at a corner where sev- 
eral streets intersect, held out his hat to 
every passerby. His face was new in the 
neighborhood, and many who evidently saw 
him there for the first time paused a second, 
looked at him, and dropped something in his 
hat. ; 

A minute's talk with him revealed his story, 
one of those “ simple annals” that remain 
hidden. He was 19 years old, and a painter 
by trade.

who makes choice of some mercantile 
or industrial line of work for himself 
must consider his first opening as de- 
pendent upon some organized: line of 
business. He must look upon his first oppor- 
tunity for work as a school in which he is 
to master the technicalities of business. If

that young man shall be a graduate of some’ 


school he will have made the best selection 
possible to him in choosing his college or uni- 
versity. He will have attended this school 
with the purpose of being prepared best for 
his primary, intermediate, and high school 
training in business. Will he be as careful 
in his selection of his business school as he 
was in choosing his academic institution? 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon the 
necessity for this choice of a first business 
opportunity. The young man may say to 
himself, mistakenly in the deepest sense, 
that he is in such a crowded, crowding world 
as to force upon him the acceptance of the 
first opportunity offered him in business 
training. 


- * 
First Job Cause of Failure. 

This may be true ip thousands of cases. 
If it were not there would be no such dis- 
tinctions as.succese and failure in the world. 
The fact is overlooked that the vast ma- 
jority of the failures.in* the world are in- 
evitably in the beginning of the young man’s 
career. Granting that in personality, mental 
caliber, and achool distinctions he is more 
than the average of the student type which 
im the next quarter of a century is to dom- 


‘inate the world, he can make that mistake 


in the beginning of his work which shall 
court only an inevitable failure. 

I know nothing in the conduct of businegs 
in all its branches which presents more pos- 
sibilities for pitfalle than that intangible 
thing known as business “ good will.” This 
good will of a business, Intangible as it is, 
at the same time is one of the most tangible 
of assets of that particular business. It is 
intangible enough to’ escape taxation. It 
is intangible enough that while it may sell 
at great advance over the material effects 
of a house, there is no ascurance that the 
purchaser can hold it. In the hands of the 
organization which created it this good will 
is all important and supreme, however, and 
how it may deceive that young man who 
considers such a business as his school fs 
one of the cree of demonstrable things. 
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Big Firm Has Choice of Men. 

That the one concern which possesses this 
good will in marked degree shall stand pre- 
eminently above its competitors will be 
granted. That one concern has the choice of 
applicants who wopld train for that particu- 
lar field of work. Therefore the ranks of the 
applicants are crowded. 

Elsewhere in the competitive field only the 
overfiow from the concern of first choice 
makes up the largest proportion of matricnu- 
lants in the business. Jones, with the good 


will of his business, has first choice of appli- 
cants and may apply the supreme test to all . 
applications. - Brown-and' Smith and Black

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Firm May Have Changed Policy. 

Here is the question.to be decided. That 
good will possessed by Jones may have been 
based upon the methods and records of his 
father, who handed over the business to the 
son when he retired. The basis of the busi- 
ness may have been an old conservatism of 
gnarled, rugged growth. Long ago that con- 
servatiam may have reached the limit of its 
growth. .It ls a memory, rather than a live, 
active organisation and purpose, Schooling 
there may. be as impossible as the learning 
of Latin and Greek for social conversation. 
Stagnation at the best may mark it. Dry rot 
already may be making its foundation in- 
roads unseen and unnoticed. } 

Brown, on the other hand, may have no 
prejudices aroused against him, even while 
he has failed to earn the good will that could 
be his. His methods are square and above 
suspicion. There are possibilities for him 
yet if he only would see. Shall that young 
man who feels himself capable hesitate as 
between Jones and Brown? Shall Jones levy 
salary tribute upon him because of a prestige 
that has only a memory for its foundation? 

What sort of men has that house developed 
in the last ten years? Where are its gradu- 
ates? What are they doing in the world? 

These are the vital questions for the young 
man who would begin his world’s work. Let 
him discover if a hidebound conservatism is 
strangling the opportunities of a concern 
which is resting upon its laurels won years 
before. Let him weigh himself and from 
knowledge gained of such a house, try to fit 
his personality into it asa prospect. It will 
be worth his while. It‘will be worth all the 
time and consideration which the young man 
may be able to spare the questions and 
Snalyses that bear upon this first great prob- 
lem of his life.

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500 Ferrets Alwaysat Work |2222=-= 
By Arthur West. . 


ROFESSIONAL rat catchers do 4 
thriving business in Chicago. In the 
downtown department stores and in 
the wholesale houses along the river 
an endless warfare against rats and 

mice constantly is carrie@ on. In some of 
these places the rats grow #80 big and so 
bold that to speak of their exploits would 
bring down a charge of nature faking on the 
narrator. * The professional rat catchers, of 
whom there are a score in the loop district, 
tell some remarkable stories concerning the 
big rodents with which they have had deal- 
ings. 
Some of the department stores employ their 
own rat catchers. At Carson, Pirie, Scott 
& Co.'s retail store there is a man whose 
duty it is to keep the store free from rats 
and mice. This firm’s rat catcher works at 
night and uses a small bore shotgun with 
which to put his enemies out of commis- 
sion. Instead of shot, which would tear 
holes in the walls and ceilings, he loads his 
gun with salt balls. These are used to 
stun the rats sufficiently for him to get at 
them with a heavy stick. Despite the ef- 
forts of the professional rat catcher the 
rodents increase 50 rapidly, that is neces- 
sary every six months or 80 to get after 
them with ferrets. 

On West Madison street there lives a man 
who keeps a supply of rat catching ferrets 
constantly on hand. His name is George 
Sells, and what he doesn’t know about rats 
and methods of catching them isn’t worth 
knowing. He contracts to rid a building of 
rats just as an architect would contract 
to put a new — * 

urge Building of Rats. 
thd ae torida wane ards of rats he 
first plugs all of the rat holes he can find. 
After that he turns his trained ferrets, thirty 
of them, loose in the building. The ferrets 
into the holes after the rats and then, to 
quote Sells, there is a “scatterment.” The 
average rat would commit suicide before it 
would allow itself to be captured by a ferret, 
The rats know that once their pecks are 
caught in the sharp teeth of the ferrets there 
ia no hope for them. 

Not long ago Sells was cleaning out the 
rats in the Carson-Pirie-Scott store on Stata 
street. About 9 o’clock at night, when aii 
was still in the place and the rats were hold- 
ing high carnival Sells turned his ferrets 
loose. Instantly there was such a squeaking 
that it seemed to the watchman that an 
earthquake had struck Chicago and that the 
mighty steel girders of the building were com- 
plaining of the strain forced upon them, 
The rats ran everywhere. They jumped into 
the elevator shaft in such numbers that 
Adolph Swanson, one of the janitors, said 
he was kept busy half the night scooping 
them up into baskets. Sells, who knew what 
would happen when the ferrets were turned 
loose, had left the windows up on the alley 
side of the big store and through these the 
rats jumped recklessly to the hard pavement 
below. In less than an hour after the ferrets 
began operations there was not a rat or @ 
mouse in the store.

ferrets Hide and Sleep After Feast. 

And then Selis’ real trouble began. Any 
naturalist knows that a ferret, when once it 
is satiated with the blood of a rat, will lie 
inert in the rat hole until the effect of ia

feast wears away. The problem of the rat 
catcher was to get his ferrets out of the rat 
holes, and this proved a difficult job. The 
little amimals that are a terror to rats not 
only had scared the rodents away but had 
stopped long enough in their crusade to re- 
lieve an oocasiona) fat rat of its blood. The 
ferrets, having, as they doubtless consid- 
ered, done a good night’s work, wanted to 


sleep in the cool retreats that formerly were .. 


occupied by the rats. To get them out Sells 
had to pour water in the holes, and even then 
gome of the wiry ttle creatures were so 
stupefied that they were almost drowned be- 
fore they could get up ambition en»c,ugh to 
move. 

The professional rat catchers have their 
trouble when they tackle the rat exterminat- 
ing job in the warehouses along theriver. A 
river rat is different from a State street rat, 
and some of them, to hear the rat catchers 
tell it, are so husky and “ sassy " that noth- 
ing short of a shotgun loaded with buckéhot 
will make an impression on them. They pay 
no attention to ferrets, and the cat never 
lived that could stand a ghost of a show with 
therm. 

In the haréware house of Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartjett & Co, there once lived an old rat that 
had successfully defeated every attempt to 
Gislodge him. He was so tough that buck- 
shot would not penetrate his skin and so wary 
that the rat catchers never got a chance to 
capture him.

Offer Reward for Rodent’s Capture 

The firm offered a reward to the one that 
would kill him, but all efforts along that line 
met with poor success. Some of the men who 
worked in the store tried to poison him and 
they learned, they said, thet he seemed to 
thrive on poison. That was more than a 
year ago, and it is likely that this rat would 
be In his old haunts yet had he not had the 
misfortune one day to catch his tail in an 
elevator gate. Some of the men ran up with 
crowbars and dispatched him. Later when 
they put in a claim for the reward that had 
been offered the firm declined to pay it on 
the ground that three of the best crowbars in 
the house had been bent ali out of shape by 
the men who had killed the rat, 

Marshell Field & Co. do not employ a rat 
catcher, but they have a force of picked cats 
constantly in the bullding. One of these, 
who had her tail amputated in much the 
same way that the hardware compaiy’s rat 
lost its life—in an eleyator gate-has an 
envied reputation as a rat catcher. The 
Field company solves the rat question by 
keeping them constantly undercontrol. The 
rats are not allowedto gain the upper hand 
there, and instead of an occasionel crusade 
the cats are kept constantly on the lookout. 
Rats are clannish and when one of them is 
attacked the others fly foitsaid. This makes 
it impossible for cats to make headway 
against them if once they have gained the 
upper hand. : 

The wholesale grécers lean to the use of 
ferrets as rat ext rs. It te in these 
concerns that rats are the most troublesome, 
as it is there that there is the most’to eat. 
Some of the grocery concerns have their own 
rat catchers and others rely on Selis and oth- 
ers who are engaged tn the same business. 
Mr. Sells estimates that as many as 500 fer- 
rete are kept busy in Chicago the year around. 
Without the aid of these creatures, he says,

In the fitting of the agate tip, the placing of

'* No rodmaker today can compete with the 
machine in the assembling of split bamboo,”’ 
eayc the ¢éteran, J. W. Eystra, for a quarter 
of a century: a ro@maker who has loved his 
rods sometimes to the point of unwillingness 
to part with them for money. He sighs ashe 
says it, too. ores 

For in this quarter of a century there have 
been other things than the machine to work 
change in the businese of the rodmaker who 
learned his trade under some of the old 
masters of the art. 

Nature herself has failed him. Where tg 
the stock of famous bethebara wood of which 
the finest rods-in the world were made? The 
old rodmaker.is:meking his “ bethepara "’ 
rods," but despising the material of which he 
must fashion them. A genuine bethebara rod 
of a generation ago would bring its weight 
in gold—if the wood were to be had for the 
making. Long ago the South American who 
gought bethebara stock for the world’s rod 
markets went ot of business for lack of it.

Even the greenheart woods are cut into 
heavily.

teréril. : When the wood is.cut into squares 
from one-fourth to three-fourths of an inch 
and a pin knot shows itself the strip ie thrown 
away. If the rodmeker, after hours of plan- 
ihg and polishing, feels the tip of the hidden 
thirg he throws material and work away. 
Or, if the knot fails to show after all the 
lubor of the rodmaker, the @rst rush of a 
stung base or muskellunge in the clear, cold 
waters of the fishing country may leave 
the.owner of the new rod In a dilemma which 
only the fish is likely to escape. For the hid- 
den pin knot in the finished section of a rod 
meane a snepping of the rod if the knot 
shall be tn the slender reaches of the tip. 

The rod of split bamboo is the favorite 
of the present day fisheeman. Inthe mekeup 
of the hundie of strips composing it ends are 
reversed and arranged so that the inevitable 
sectional rings of the wood shall not lie 
together. Nature's finish of the bamboo 
cane must be removed carefully even at the 
knot rings. The enamel of it must not be 
touched in the plane surfaces.

Demand for Spotted Bam 

Occasionally one may see, in this nature's 
finish of the golden bamboo rod a chocolate 
discoloration in spots. Nature did not do 
this. In the Indian ports of lading the bam- 
boo canes in bundles were passed through 
flaming heat in order to destroy the boring 
larve which In the long ‘sea voyage would 
honeycomb them. Yet mn have admired 
these blemishés until often a rod is colored 
artificially with acids in order to simulate 
the marks of a necessity. 

* Balancing.” the fishing rod is one of the 
chief arts of the rod maker. In the fitting 
of the ferrules at the point where German 
silver, plunger and socket joints must form 
about three inches each of pliancy, it be- 
comes an art to hold the perfect bow of a 
rod when the strain of the line runs over the 
rod from reel seat to tip. The“ feel’ of the 
rod must be sympatheic to the hand of the 
fisherman. Its taper from reel seat to tip 
must be: in‘ perfect proportion through two, 
three, or four sections, each involving the 


ferrule joint. — |

Good Rod Maker Touchy. . 

When you have found the man who has 
mastered these things, be careful how you 
go-to him for rod repairs—edjusting of an 
agate guide, the rewrapping of the rod, the 
tightening of a loosened ferrule. * 

Don’t ask him to straighten a steel rod 
which you have stepped on in the boat. He 
hates the steel rod anyhow, and the straight- 
ening of such a rod is so full of the risk of 


‘ breaking that you will. havé to assume al) 


the risk of the attempt. ' 

Don’t, for heaven's sake, call a fishin 
rod a “pole.” A fishing pole is a stalk of 
bamboo in its natural state imported from 
Japan and designed for holding out into the 
water a line provided with a bobber. 

Don t—in the expression of your affection 
for your rod—tell him that it is “‘ hand made.” 
He'll tell you that if it is, and if it isn’t hand 
made he'll ‘swear that you don’t know a 
sunfish from a muskellunge. | 

And ‘if you expect him to recoghize the rod 
as handmade, remember that it should Have 
cost you all the way from $18 to $25 for a 
bait casting service, and $12 to $20 if for fly 
casting, the variations in prices depending 
upon whether the trimmings be of nickeled 
brass or of German silver. i :

Not often does it happen that one of 
these young men will fail to keep his promise 
of marriage to a girl, and this, too, if spite 
of the fact that the young men know well that 
none of the women nurses ever will conde- 
scend to use any means of forcing these men 
to marry them.

Wherever there is an association of mer- 
chants there is the credit rating book. It is 
made up after the codperative fashion, each 
member of the association contributing a list 
of all his customers with the classification 
of each as to his practice in paying his bills. 

These lists are collected and the results

tabulated and a book made of them. Each 
person whose name is turned in is placed 
in the book. Bach name has after it the 
reports made by the members. In five col- 
umns numbered from 1 to 5 are tabulated 
the combined experience of the city’s mer- 
chants. The first column represents reports 
that the person is prompt pay and financially 
The second. columm that he ig 
prompt pay regaftiless of means, the third 
that he is slow pay but responsibie, the 
fourth slow pay and not good, and the fifth 
that he is a deadbeat and should not be 
trusted at all. 

This rating is honest and usually correct 
fin the main, nearly enough so for the guid- 
ance of other dealers in the city to form an 
opinion and guide himself in extending 
credit when it is asked. It is a measure of 
self-protection against the deadbeat who 
may change his trading place and with the 
book put in use by his prospective victim 
he will not receive the credit he asks if the 
rating shows he should not be given oppor- 
tunity to repeat his tactics.

OW can people break into Chicago socie- 
ty? That's the question which many am- 
bitious women and some ambitious men 
are asking.

“What Chicago demands,” said a matron who is one 
of the vague anonymous jury which passes upon social 


aspirants In this city, “is that a person should be 
‘nice’ before he or she is admitted. We haven't got 
along so far, or gone back so far—whichever way you 
want to express it—that we open our houses to any one 
that merely can buy us expensive parties. In my opin- 
ion Chicago today has the most exclusive society in. the 
country, if the old American ideas of sociéty are con- 
sidered.” 

Because he is “nice” the Ehglishman finds it easy 
to break in. And his arrival from somewhere without 
entangling alliances helps him, If he were just as 
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= marriage a faflure among the 
mosquitoes or has jaunty Mon- 
sieur Mosquito decided in favor 
of a silent method of wooing?

If a man 
determines to play polo and seeks admission to the On- 
wentsia club on this ground he will have the smal! but 
powerful polo clique on his side, and he will be sup- 
ported by this element all through his after career in 
Society. He will be admitted to the “polo dinners,” 
which are among the most exclusive of summer enter- 
tainments. 

Another easy way for a young man to “break in”’ 
is through his college acquaintance. If he fs a grad- 
uate of a big eastern university he is sure to have 
classmates among the “upper ten” who will aid him 
to gain entrance to the University club, and from that 
time on his course upwards depends merely upon his 
ability to be “nice,” amusing, and entertaining. 

For a young womun to gain ertranee {nto Chicago's 
most exclusive society often seems easy from an out- 
side standpoint. Where she is unusually beautiful it 
often is possible for her to be asked to all the big en- 
tertainments of the winter season.

Biggest Wedding Ever Known. 


HE biggest wedding ever known to history was 
when Alexander the Great and over 10,000 of 
his soldiers took part In a wedding in the court 
of Darius, king of Persia, after the latter's 
conquest by Alexander. Twenty thousand two 

hundred ani two persons were made husbands and 
wives in one ceremony. 

‘The facts are these: After conquering King Darius, 
Alexander determined te wed Statiro, daughter of the 
eenquered king, and issued a decree that on that oc- 
easion 100 of his ehief officers should marry 16¢ women 
from the noblest Persian and Melean families. He 
further stipulated that 10,000 of his Greek soldiers 
should take to wife 10,000 Asfatie women. 

For this purpose a vast pavilion was erected, the 
Pillars being sixty feet high. One hundred gorgeous 


chambers adjoined this for the 100 noble bridegrvoms, 
while for the 10,000 soldiers an outer court was in- 
closed. Outside of this tables were spread for the mul- 
titude. 

Each pair had seats and ranged themselves in a sem!- 
circle round the royal throne. As it would have taken 
several weeks for the few priests to have married this

Then occurred a five days’ festival, whith for 

grandeur anJ magnificence never has since been equaled. 
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HERE are 10,000 Jewish refugees in Chi- 
cago who fied Russian persecution and 
Jew baiting after the summer of 1905, 
when a series of massacres upon Jews 
was started in Kishinev, Gomel, Bialy- 
stok, and Odessa, the principal centers of 
Jews in Russia. 

Hundreds of them fied in time to es- 
cape the atrocities of the gangs of Black Hundreds 
who tortured Jews—men, women, and childrep—with 
worse than medieval barbarism. Hundreds of otherg 
however, were not so fortunate, and did not leave the 
country until the “hooligans” had killed or maimed 
members of their families. Many of the refugees now 
living in this city are fatherless and motherless, their 
parents having been killed in the riots. Many of the 
parents have lost one or more children in the mas- 
sacres, have seen them shot down by drunken soldiers, 
or disemboweled by crazed ruffians. 

Hundreds of the refugees in Chicago are nervous 
wrecks as a result of the horrors they witnessed and 
lived through. Many of them have sad souvenirs of 
the atrocities in the shape of crippled limbs and torn 
off fingers, while others are haunted by recollections 
of the scenes of blood and agony they once lived 
through.

Society Helps the Refugees. 


Most of these refugees had friends or relatives 
in this city, and upon their arrival here were taken 
care of. A good many of them, however, had to flee in 
a hurry and were unable to ascertain the addresses 
of their friends, or have lost them along with all their 
possessions in.the massacres. To help out such as 
these upon their arrival in this city, to help them find 
their friends, and give them employment until these 
friends are found, the Jewish Refugee Aid society was 
organized in December, 1905, with B. Hourwich as 
president, Dr. Joseph Stolz as vice president, and Attor- 
ney. Max Shulman as secretary. 

At the office of Secretary Shulman, 1014 Ashland 
block, may be found a list of 500 families who have 
been rendered assistance by that society since its or- 
ganization in December, 1905. These families, accord; 
ing to Attorney Shulman, are only a small percentage 
of the actual number who applied for assistance to 
the organization, and whose applications were refused 
reluctantly, owing to the limited funds of the society. 
While Mr. Shulman could not give a definite figure 
as to the number of families in Chicago who directly 
and indirectly have suffered from Russian massacres, 
and who were compelled to leave the country because 
of the persecution of Jews there, he estimated that 
there are about 3,000 families_ here, making a total of 


10,000 men, women, and children.

They come 
to this country without any possessions’ and with a 
highly irritated nervous system which the constant 
expectation of butchery and horrors has thrown them 
into. With them life here is a continuous warfare with 
hostile institutions, customs, and ways of living. If 
they have unmarried children working here their lot 
is better. The children can look more after their par- 
ents and see that they live comfortably. Still this 
comparative comfort and ease with which they live 
here will not make them forget for one minute the 
spiritual change, the difference in the atmosphere be- 
tween the old and the new world. Russia is with them 
still “unser land,” and it is with a prayer and a curse 
that they think of that country; a curse for the Black 
Hundreds who instigated the massacres and drove 
them from their country, and a prayer for the country 
itself.

Tell Many Stories of the Massacres. 
Stories about the Black Hundreds and their deeds 


of murder and plunder are common in the Ghettg. They 
form part of the Ghetto mythology. Old people fre- 
quently narrate their experiences in the massacres to 
their children as an old soldier relates his war stories. 
One hears the stories on a Saturday evening on the 
porch of nearly every other house in the Ghetto. But 
most frequently one hears them in the synagogues. 
They are told from the pulpits by the “magid (a wan- 
dering preacher and lecturer), and in hallways by the 
victims of the Black Hundreds. 

The following description of the Kishinev 
sacre was given by an aged Jew who was a victim, 
and several members of whose family were Killed an] 
maimed in that riot: 

“We expected some disturbances the previous 
night,” the man said, ‘and, therefore, were half way 
prepared. But when I saw a band of men, who had lost 
all. reason and control, go through the streets raving 
mad and poking with their daggers into human beings, 
as if they were imitation men and women, I suddenly 
realized the dread of the situation. I do not remem- 
ber what IT did, what anybody else did. I Knov, that 
I pleaded, said something, and saw men with blood- 
shot eyes running about the house, tearing up every- 
thing, breaking open boxes, desks, safes, and stuffing 
in their pockets or carrying away on their shoulders 
anything that they thought worth carrying away. 
When I awoke I was in the hospital all beaten up and 
not knowing whether I was in this or in the next world. 

* * ‘ 
Entire District Inhabited by Cripples. 

“ When I was released from the hospital nine weeks 
slater 1 could not recognize my own city. Of my house 
I found only the chimney left. The same thing was 
true of scores of other houses all around. Many of the 
families who were my neighbors were reduced to half 
their former size, and of this half the majority were 
cripples. 

“This last phase of the situation, the large num- 
ber of cripples, simply startled me. The whole district 
I lived in’ seemed to have become legless, armless, 
toothless, and blind men. They were all men [ knew 
well. They were crippled during the massacres, and 
aged rapidly in the hospitals, while living over, in 
their minds the horrible scenés of those terrible four 
days.” bd 

Another story, no less horrible, was told by a young 
man whose brother was one of the first victims in the 
Odessa riot, a little over a year ago.

Beheld Own Brother's. Murder. 

“When the whistling and’ shouting of the Black 
Hundreds became audible in the part of town where 
we’ lived,” the refugee began, “men hid themselves 
in cellars or barricaded themselves in the houses. We 
had a big cellar and so we stored there all our valu- 
ables, placing: the children and women there, and locked 
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it. My younger brother, 19 
“years old, and myself remained 
in the house and through the 
shutters watched the proceed- 
ings on the streets. 

‘The Black Hundreds be- 
gan by breaking into stores 
and inns, opening sacks of 
flour and spilling the contents 
out on the streets. But this 
evidently was not satisfactory 
to them. They were looking 
for blood, and soon they dis- 
persed in all directions. My 
brother then went out into the yard, and seeing a mal 
attired in an official cloak standing on the corner went 
up to him and asked why the police did not take steps 
to prevent such plunder. of property. The man, who 
was one of the gang and was dressed as an official to 
gain access everywhere more easily, fired and my 
brother fell dead to the ground with a bullet wound in 


his breast. 
“T rushed into the street like a madman. From 
that moment until the conclusion of the massacre, 


three days later, I ran about the streets like a wild 
beast. I had no weapons with me, but wherever any- 
vne shouted for assistance or protection from a hooli- 
gan I was there. The death of my brother seemed to 
have taken all value from life for me, and I walked 
about the streets and faced gangs of the Black Hun- 
lreds with absolute indifference. It was this indif- 
ference, I believe, that saved my life. 

“When, after five days of butchery of men and 
children and assaulting of women, the atmosphere was 
slightly cleared from blood, and the disemboweled, 
maimed, and mutilated corpses were taken to the ceme- 
tery, I recognized many of the men and women I saw 
struggling with hooligans and calling for help. The 
surprising thing about that spectacle to me was that 
I was not among those corpses.”

_ Sent Money to Victims in Russia. 

This intense hatred of the Black Hundreds, who 
hope to prolong the life of autocracy in Russia by 
killing Jews, has become so ingrained in the Ghetto 
that it is only necessary for an organization or paper 
to issue a statement that money is needed for the pro- 
tection of Jews in Russia from the attacks of that band, 
and thousands of dollars will be collected and for- 
warded across the ocean. 

The dreadful butchering of Jews, far from diminish- 
ing the foes of the cgar, has made every Russian Jew a 
bitter enemy of the Russian government. The great 
majority of the Russian orthodox Jews, who never were 
opposed to the czar’s régime on principle, today are 
opposed to it because of the intolerable oppression and 
unjust persecution of members of that race, as well as 
of all other races and classes in Russia. 

The stream of immigration which has been pour- 
ing into this country since the summer of 1905 has 
widened as well as changed the character of the Ghet~ 
to. The greater portion ef these immigrants breught 
with them a Russian education and Russian culture 
and refinement. As a result one-can find today as pure 
a Russian spoken in the streets of the Ghetto as one 
hears in St. Petersburg, Moscew, or Odessa. [It 1s 
this culture, however, which makes the life of such an 
immigrant still harder and more intolerable in. his 
first year or two until he learns the English language. 


* * 
Learned Doctor New a Janitor. 

A typical case of the hardship of cultured people 
coming over to this country was found in a family 
residing on Thirteenth street. The husband, a man of 
45, was an assistant doctor in Russia, a profession 
which is popular and profitable in the czar’s land. 
His wife was a graduated nurse.and the couple led a 
comfortable, happy life, giving their two children a 
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good education. Then came the pogroms which sent 
all their possessions up with the smoke. Half the 
people in the town they lived in emigrated to America 
the minute men dared creep out of the cellars where 
they had been hiding. 

The assistant doctor moved to another city. But 
here, too, were rumors of threatening massacres. His 
wife, who had been reduced to a shadow from wit- 
nessing the scenes enacted in her city for three days, 
and from constant fear of a repetition of such hor- 


rors, began to beg her husband to emigrate to America. 
They came. Now the husband is earning $9 a week 
as a janitor in a department store on the west side. 
The man, however, bears his lot philosophically, and 
consoles himself with the fact that in the United 
States his son, a boy of 12 years, will not be barred 
from the high school or college because he is a Jew.

Former Financier Sells Collar Buttons. 

The case of a business man, whose checks once 
passed freely on the Odessa bourse, and whe today 
is standing on Jefferson street selling collar amd cuff 
buttons and similar articles, is not without interest. 

The man lives here with his family and occupies 
a three room flat in the rear of a Ghetto tenement 
house. He seldom is home. His stand on Jefferson 
street keeps him busy from early morning until late 
in the evening. This im spite of the fact that busi- 
ness is far from being rushing. Occasionally when 
the man forgets himself he will joke with a friend 
about himself and his “stand.” In the main, how- 
ever, he takes his business seriously. Two of his 
girls are working in a shop, while his son, a boy of 
17, has secured a position in a downtown department 
stere, in spite of the fact that he is only fourteen 
months in the United States. The man is utilizing this 
opportunity of his entire family supporting itself with- 
out his assistance, and tends to his little stand on 
Jefferson street, studying in the meantime American 
business metheds and waiting for his opportunity. 

In the majority of cases, however, opportunity is 
slow in coming and men beginning their Hfe in the 
new world with a stand or basket are doomed to a 
miserable existence. 

But the stand and the basket are falling into dis- 
favor and the tide is turning more toward the shop. 
Men who never before in their Hives sewed on a button 
today are basters, buttonhole makers, and finishers in 
the great clothing industry of Chicago. 

A remarkable case of the perverseness of fortune ~ 
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occurred in the Ghetto a few weeks ago and is still 
on the lips of everyone: 

An aged Russian Jew went into a shop to look 
for employment. He got a job and worked at it for 
a few days, when the foreman told him that he could 
not use him, as he was not doing his work half as 
fast as he should. The man began pleading with 
the foreman and telling that he would do his best 
and work for low wages so as te make up for the 
slowness, The foreman insisted that he could not do 
it, as such a policy would net be tolerated by the 
boss. The man then pleaded that he be allowed to 
see the boss, which the fereman refuctantly granted, 
out of respect for the patriarehal beard and figure of 
the man pleading. He was shown irte the office, and 
the boss, a man in the prime of life, turned toward him. 

Here something strange happened. The two men 
gazed at each other for a minute steadily, and then 
called each other by their first names. Thereupon the 
old man fainted. It turned eut that the proprietor 
of the shop had werked fer the mam who now came 
to plead for his jeb seme twenty years ago, when 
that man was a prominent lumber merchant in Odessa.

Trained Nurse Carries a Revelver. 
Another case, which has a tinge of humor about 


it.isthatof a young girl who has been but six months 
in Chicago, and who is at present a nurse in an 
American family. The girl was a nurse in Russia. 
At the time ef the massacres she offered her serv- 
ices to all victims of the pogroms. Later, as if feel- 
ing that this was not enough, she joined an organi- 
zation fer self-defense at @dessa. The organization 
supplied all its members with ammunition and it was 
their duty te fight the Blaek Hundreds in case a pe- 
gTrom Was started by them. Membership in that organi- 
gation for self-defense is punishable in Russia with 
death, and during the year which the girl was a mem- 
ber she risked being shet at any mement. It was only 
after several thrilling escapes from the clutches of the 
police, when she saw that it was only a questien of 
days when she would be seized by them, that she con- 
sented to take the advice ef her relatives and friends 
and leave for America. 

Now, when she is attending a patient with the ten- 
derest of care, she frequently is reminded by her 
American friends, who know her story, about the time 
she carried a six shooter ready to be used in defense 
of her people. And then she makes her favorite reply: 

“We are what circumstances make us.” 
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HE “doll girl,” done up in frills and fluffy 
things, has disappeared and the “ Buster 
girl” or the “blue jean” girl has taken 
her place. ‘The Lord Fauntleroy boy— 
that untouchable jad who wae afraid to 
play lest he might get spots on his velvet 
knickerbockers or smears on ‘his fluted 
linen collar—has gone from the streets 
and there has come to fill his place the sturdy boy of 
today, barelegged and hardy, with his hair cut short, 
his shirt made loose and his trousers wide and short, 
so that he can move easily and run fast, so that he can , 
give full play to all his muscles and grow! ——

The little girl in her jumpers and 
the lad in his overalls will be the hardy men and 
women of the next generation—the men and women 
who can be counted on to do things, to bring into the 
world fine children and to send civilization onward at 
a quickstep. 

The evolution of children’s dress tells the story of 
the march of civilization. In old Greece children wore 
sandals and grew to be strong men and noble women, 
beautiful and finely proportioned. Then came dress 
along and for centuries the little girls and boys were 
only miniature men and women, They wore costumes 
which had been copied from the fashion plates of their 
elders. 

Distinctive children’s costumes did not begin before 
the closing years of the eighteenth century. Until that 
time it was thought sufficient to dress the little folks, 
according to sex, in garments reproducing exactly those 
of their mother and father. , Their clothes were un- 
comfortable. No attention was paid to the need of 
costumes which would give to the child ease of mo- 
tion. Children always have been and always will be 
creatures whose movements call for ease and whose 
activities do not well accord with the eighteenth cen- 
tury ruff.

turbulent, indiscreet, changeable, unclegniy, meddle- 
some, destructive; they were unavoidable burdens and 
consequently had to be borne—that was all. Even the 
elegant Louis XIV. spent his childhood in the kitchen 
of Saint Germain and slept at nights between wornout 
sheets. 

In 1800 the costumes of children began to show 2 
difference from the costumes worn by their elders, 
The difference grew ag the century grew. In the last 
year of the eighteenth century boys wore trousers that 
reached to their heels and absurdly shaped hats. The 
girls wore dresses that hung from waist to ground, 
disagreeable to wear and to look upon. In 1806 the 
boys’ trousers still were long, and in place of the in- 
describable headgear of “the latter part of the eight- 
eenth century they were arrayed in hats shaped like 
the beaver hats worn by members of the first conti- 
nental congress. In this same year the little maids 
below their teens wore atrocious poke bonnets which 
Kept their faces always ‘n shadow, thus improving 
their complexion at the cost of rosy cheeks and good 
health. 

But in those days, as during the following genera- 
tions and until the middle ’50s, the girls married young, 
at 15, 14, or even 13 and 12, and it was considered nec- 
essary to shorten their childhood as much as possible, 
Parents sought to prepare them for the matrimonial 
mart in their early teens by dressing them like women, 
in the dress that would attract men’s eyes and lead 
them to say, “There is a young girl who will be mar- 
riageable if I wait another year. and she is a beauty; 
see the clearness of her complexion,” etc.

But during this period devoted to the shortening of 
the frocks the lingerie was permitted to remain at the 
heels. Several years later, however, another reform 
wave swept through the world of fashion and the lin- 
gerie began to rise, until at last it, too, was carried 
knee high and became concealed beneath the skirt. - 

But the reform in boys’ dress wags even slower than 
that of girle. In 1830 the lad of good family presented 
a ridiculous figure in full evening dress, with tuxedo 
coat, which he wore from morning until bedtime. This 
costume included Jong trousers and was topped off with 
a high silk hat. At about this same period the hoop- 
skirt was handed down from mother to daughter, and 
it must have been a pathetic sight ta see the children 
of that day playing at marbles or jumping ropes.

Sixteen other flames were on this operating list for 
that morning, this ease 23,009 representing thé sever- 
teen years’ total of patients passing under the Mayé 
knife, for only suf@ical cases are received in this hos- 
pital conducted by the Sisters of St. Francis. For 1906 
a total of 4,915 operations were performed, yét for the 
month of July just passed while Dr. William Mayo 
was absent In Europe the records of the hospital were 
broken by a total of fiearly 600 cases. 

There are two operating rooms Mm the upper floor 
of the surgical section 6f the hospital recently built. 
Great panes of plate glass tet in the riorth light, which 
is added to by a skylight showing alriost toe the senith. 
For twenty miles ,to the north a strétch of Minnesota 
landscape undulatés and merges with the blue sky. 
But looking up at these silent windows from the hos- 
pital lawn one sees only the backs of coatiess, hatless 
surgeons leaning and crowding inward over the ralfls 
toward the white operating tablés at which these 
brothers work over unconscious human beings. 

The operation over, the patient still wntonscious is 
lifted to a wheeled table and moved to an elevator for 
lowering to his ward floor and the patient next in 
order, already under the anesthetic, is wheeled in.

Gown Worn by Miss Jessie Millward in Second Act of “The Hypocrites.” 


There is a custom in stageland that the 
“leading lady,”’ or at least she who wears 
the best of the gowns, shall appear once dur- 
ing the evening in all black—usually in a 
sperkling black spangled creation. This, for 
the telling effects of contrast with the white 
lace, which is almost equally certain to ap- 
pear in a good dressing part, and the lighter 
colors which make up the rest of the changes. 

The series of frocks worn in ‘“‘ The Hypo- 
crites”’ is’ no-exception to the rule in spite 
of the fact that Miss Milward herself :ikes 
the bjack spangled dress which fills this 
place the least of all her frocks, and even 
now is figuring on changing it.

Sept. 14--For ten: years the 
women of Germany have been making a de- 
termined struggle to bring the “‘ reform- 
klied (reform dresa) into general use in 
that country, and their labors have been 

largely spocessful. i 
Almost .every. German suffragette cham- 
plens reform dress doctrines. At one of the 
earliest “‘ woman's rights congresses held 
in Berlin all, the var ge oe appeared in re- 
form dress, consisting of black, high fitting, 
shoulder: skirts and loose black silk 
blouses. Entertainments in aig of the re- 
form clothing movement are periodically 
held in various cities of Germany, when it is 
common for a competition to be held, prizes 
being awarded to the best designs for re- 
form dresses. large associations push for- 
ward the cause in Berlin, Munich, and Dres- 
den. That the movement, which is funda- 
mentally Intended to do away with the corset, 
th a large measure of success 
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is evident from statistics recently compiled, 
which prove that a marked decline is taking 
place in the number of corsets manufactured 
yearly. 

The following are the chief principles 
which the adyocates of reform clothing set 
up: 

1. Liberation from all pressure upon any part of

2. Diminution of the weight of clothing worn, 
substituting one light warm garment for several

8.. Transference of the weight of the clothing to 
shoulders and hips, leaving the waist unburdened.
